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1991 CAMARO Arriving Soon! 
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Husky Matmen Break Dry Spell 
With Strong Finish At State's

After a 20-year relative “dry 
spell” for Garrett County at the 
annual State High School 
Wrestling Tournament, when it 
finally did rain, it poured, and 
Northern High School reaped a 
bumper crop March 2 and 3 at 
Western Maryland College in 
Westminster. 

Northern matmen grabbed an 
individual state championship 
— the county's first — a second 
place finish and a third place 
finish, becoming the fifth 
highest scoring 1A/2A school at 
this year’s state event, sky- 
rocketing from a dismal! 77th 
place school finish just last 
year. 

A state runner-up last year, 
Blair Lee ‘‘Pete"’ Bittinger (135 
pounds), scored four conse 
cutive victories to fulfill his 
dream of becoming Northern's 
first state champion. 

Tim Thomas (125) scored 
three straight wins before 
losing his fourth match, earning 
the third state runner-up finish 
in county history 

Bittinger's freshman brother, 
Allen Bittinger, produced 
strong evidence Uat he may 
become the most devastating 
Garrett County grappler ever, 
as he defeated four out of five 
11@pound opponents to finish in 
third place. 

Randy Dolan (152) also ad- 
vanced Northern's cause by 
winning his preliminary match, 
before being subsequently 
eliminated with a painful 
shoulder injury 

Suddenly, winning at State 
seemed easy. 

Easy it isn't: Northern's two 
other entries in the tourney, 
Ron Sines (145) and John 
Friend (275), dropped 
preliminary contests and did 
not advance. 

But to comprehend what it 
means to win or lose at State, 
one must first understand the 
quality of the competition 

The top four wrestlers (from 
each weight class) in each of 
Maryland's four regions 
advance to State, and to say 
that the competition there is 
formidable is like saying

A good example of just how 
formidable was seen in the 
130-pound weight class this 
year, which included Region I 
champion Robert Hough of 
Hereford; Aberdeen's Region I! 
runner-up Jeff Franklin; 
Region III champion Nathan 
Ladke of Gwynn Park; and 
Parkside's Region IV champion 


classes over the years before 
meeting in the samme class this 
year at State 

Hough (season record of 29-1) 
was a state runner-up last year 
Franklin (27-1), a state 
champion two years ago, was 
also a state runner-up last year 
Ludke (28-0) was already a two 
tire state champion before this 
year’s tournament. And Schul 
(26-0), a state runner-up two 
years ago, took third at State 
last year. Combined records: 
110 wins, two defeats. 

Formidable; which helps 
explain why there is no dishonor 
in losing at Westminster, where 
only one grappler out of every 
16 can return home without 
incurring at least one defeat, 
and where, tor the firsi lime 
ever, a Garrett County matman 
this year triumphed un- 
conquered. 

And challenging as it was, the 
1990 State Tournament 
presented no serious threats to 
senior Blair Bittinger, unlike 
last year where he was pushed 
to his limits, losing in the final 
round and settling for the 
runner-up title. 

In preliminary action this 
year, the Region I 135-pound 
champion Bittinger faced Alan 
Grunder of Northeast Anne 
Arundel, whom Bittinger 
maneuvered as easily as a chef 
molding a hamburger patty, 
mashing him with a 174 tech 
nical fall. 

In the quarter-finals, Jason 
Ricketts of Owings Mills 
became Bittinger’s next victim, 
falling 6-2. 

Next, Bittinger (24-2) faced 
probably his most challenging 
adversary, Region Ill 
champion Troy Charney (33-1) 
of Douglass. Bittinger took the 
lead with an effortless take- 
down and never lost it, finishing 
off Charney also 6-2. 

With Charney'’s defeat, the 
state championship seemed 
assured for Bittinger, for in his 
next and final match, he 
opposed Smithsburg's Doug 
Batey, whom Bittinger had 
already mastered 134 the week 
before in Region I semi-final 
action 

As the championship fight 
started, Bittinger, who was

occasionally bothered through 
out the season by warnings and 
penalty points, shifted to a con- 
servative style with the goal of 
earning just enough points to 
win. 

The strategy succeeded as 
Bittinger again grabbed the 
lead and never relinquished it, 
winning the match and title, 74 

Yet Bittinger, through no 
weakness of his own, came 
surprisingly close to failing in 
his bid to becorme Northern's 
first state champion 

Only minutes before 
Bittinger's championship 
match, tearmmate Tim Thomas, 
the Region I 125-pound 
champion, stood on the verge of 
winning his own state 
championship, as he had also 
advanced to the championship 
round 

Thomas, a junior, was 
opposed by Aberdeen wrestling 
phenomenon Matt Slutzky, who 
as a freshman in the 1969 
tourney was the 119-pound 
champion. Entering this year’s 
tournament, Slutzky was 
ranked number two in the state 
for all divisions (1A4A) and 
held a record of 30-1 heading 
into his showdown with Thomas 
(3-2) 

The only points scored in the 
contest carne during the second 
period when Slutzky reversed, 


stopping Thomas with the 
heartbreaking score of 2-0. 

Thomas had qualified for the 
championship final by defeat- 
ing previously unbeaten Matt 
Wallace (194) of Bohemia 
Manor, 31 

in the quarterfinals, Thomas 
outpointed Patapsco’s Mike 
Bishoff (1862) by 6&7, after 
advancing in the preliminary 
round by forfeit. 

Thomas had finished among 
the state's top 16 in his weight 
class last year (by qualifying 
for State) before rising to the 
number two spot this year, 
exactly as Blair Bittinger 
before him had done 

And speaking of rising, North- 
ern’s biggest surprise at State 
was Blair Bittinger’s younger 
brother, Allen Bittinger (119 
pounds). A freshman in his first 
varsity season, Allen qualified 
for State by placing third at 
Region I 

In his first State match, Allen 
dazed Glenelg's Region III 
runner-up John Hampton, a 
senior, by technical fall, 17-1. 

In round two, Bittinger faced 
Kent's Region IV champion 
Devron Brown, also a senior. 
Bittinger had an easy start, 
getting the takedown, and was 
still leading later in the bout 
when he unthinkingly exposed 
his own back to the mat while 
atternpting to follow through on 
a maneuver. But the more 
experienced Brown, who 
ultimately won the state

But Bittinger rapidly re- 
bounded, upsetting his next two 
opponents Region Il 
champion Greg Kessler of 
Owings Mills and Region III 
champion Taliaferro Warren of 
Douglass (also a senior) — by 
scores of 9-3 and 7-3, 
respectively 

For the grand finale, 
Bittinger faced Westmar's 
Region I runner-up Dave Hart- 
man, yet another senior, who 
had decisioned Bittinger 2-) in 
the Region I semi-final round 
just a week earlier 

The match was one of the 
most intensely fought as 7/ 
points were scored, with 
Bittinger winning 15-12 in over- 
time. The win was his fourth in 
five contests, made all the more 
astonishing by the fact that 
Bittinger had already lost nine 
times this year in milder 
competition before State 
Apparently, he is improving 
rapidly 

But yet another surprise 
awaited Northern 

In the entire state of Mary- 
land, approximately 68 schools, 
in divisions 1A/2A, field varsity 
wrestling tearns (Among those 
68, 52 schools this year qualified 
at least one grappler for the 
State Tournament )

The Lake Management Office 
is currently soliciting publi 
comment on the issue of peak 
boating use on Deep Creek 
Lake. The Department of 
Natural Resources Manage- 
ment Plan for the lake provided 
for an evaluation of methods for 
reducing the number of boats on 
the lake when peak use is al- 
tained 

“By consulting with, and 
encouraging members of the 
general public, property 
owners, and loca! businesses to 
provide their input on this issue, 
the Lake Management Office 
hopes to receive ideas and 
recommendations on address 
ing peak use,”’ stated a Lake 
Office spokesman 

The Carrying Capacity Study 
for Deep Creek Lake, which 
was completed in October of 
1988, indicated that boat usage 
is approaching maximum 
recommended levels during 
peak use weekends and holli 
days. The Lake Management

“environmentally aware” citizens who, for some time now, has been doing her part to reduce and 
recycle the solid waste stream. Two years ago, Donna began collecting and recycling aluminum 
cans. Now she is also recycling any aluminum material, along with all metal cans and containers 
Last summer she started recycling glass as well. She also recycies al! of her newpapers (separating 
the biack and white newsprint from color) and separates any clean paper to use as note-paper from 
paper that has had food contact. Because the problem of recycling plastics has yet to be satisfactorily 
resolved, Donna tears off the tops of plastic containers and stuffs other plastic materials inside, so 
she can at least reduce the space taken up by this material. Some of her ‘trash’ is utilized in craft 
projects. She has also revived the art of composting. Her recycling system is simple: she just uses 
different bags for different materials. She has even been progressive enough to write to a major 
publishing company suggesting they cut down on their policy of multiple mailings and that they offer 
less ‘‘self-serving’’ magazine publications and more that promote environmentalist issues. She is 
shown contributing to the recycling effort which is fast becoming a community-wide effort.

stores above the stage 

Dance, too, brings an cen 
ness to the miniseries. Since 
the phantom’s face is never 
revealed to the audience, the 
actor had to rely heavily on 
body language to portray the 
intense emotions his char 
acter caperences 

“When you work with 
masks, your body, not just 
your face, murrors our 
souls.” Dance caplained 
“Actions can be as indicative 
as facial movement—this 1s 
an angry action, that is a 
melancholy onc. The simpic 
way you hold your head 
conveys a great deal of 
expression.”

TNT film fills in gaps 
of kidnapping in Israel 


By Shelia Odak 

Most people believe that 
following one’s own cons 
cence 1s the correct thing to 
do. But, what if domg so 
means betraying your 
country and putting your 
own life at risk” That 1s what 
Mordechai: Vanunu faced 
when he decided to tell the 
world about the arsenal of 
nuclear weapons that Israc! 
was producing. His story 1s 
presented in the TINT movie 
Secret Weapon, premucring 
Monday, March 19 

The report broke on Oct. 5, 
1986. when The Sunday 
Times of London printed the 
story that Israci's develop. 
ment and production of 
nuclear weapons had ercatly 
exceeded what anyone had 
previously thought. The 
source behind the story was 
Vanunu, who had worked as 
a technician at the secret 
nuclear research facility at 
the Dimona nuclear plant 
(Iniy days belore the story 
hit the streets, Vanunu dis- 
appeared trom England 
Speculation ran high that he 
had been kidnapped and 
returned t Isracl, bul no 
proof to support thal accusa 
tron could be found. Then on 
Nov. 9. Israel admitted to 
having him, but denied that 
he had been kidnapped. As 
he was being taken to stand 
tral, Vanunu held his hand 
to the window of the van that 
was taking him away. On it 
he had written details of his 
kidnapping. which took 
place in Rome. He was tned 
and convicted of espionage 
and treason, and sentenced 
to 18 years in prison, where 
he remains today 

Not many details of 
Vanunu's story are known 
other than those, and the fact 
that he was turned in by a 
female agent working for the 
mysterious Mossad opera- 
won. Producer/writer Nick 
Evans wanted to flesh out 
that part of the story and 
researched this agency, 
which 1s considered by Israel 


to be a state secret. Through 
his work he developed a 
storyline in which a husband 
and wife team from Mossad 
are sent to capture Vanunu 
The wife 1s ordered to seduc 
him and turn him over t 
Mossad operatives in Rome 
Vanunu, im truth a very 
naive man, trusts her and 
falis in love with her. She 
ultimately carnes oul her 
assignment and betrays hin 
Karen Allen stars in Seere 
Weapon as the seductive 
agent. and Griffin Dunn 
plays the Isracl technician 
Vanunu 

Above all in making thi 
film, Evans did not want 
make judgments on cithe: 
side. “It's a poignant and 
very caciting story,” he said 
“which has at its heart the 
clash of two equally valid 
seis of moral principles Un 
the one hand, there's the 
morality of Mordecha: 
Vanunu, who believed that 
Isracl’s secret manulacture 
of nuclear bombs was wrong 
And on the other hand, 
there's the morality of the 
state of Israci, whose belief 
that the Holocaust, or anyth 
ing approaching ii, shall 
never be allowed to happen 
again, and that all steps 
necessary must be taken to 
protect the state of Israci.~

Health Screening 
Bill Introduced 
By Sen. Mikulski 


Senator Barbara Mikulski, 
D-MD, has introduced the 
Breast and Cervical Cancer 
Mortality Prevention Act of 
1990. This bill would establish a 
program to states for preven- 
tive health screening. The bil 
allows states to provide pap 
smear and mammogram infor- 
mation about these services 
along with training for health 
professionals 

This legislation gives priority 
to low-income women and re- 
quires that 60 percent of the 
money be used for the actual 
provision of screenings. Breast 
cancer is the most common 
form of cancer in women in the 
United States. About one out of 
every 10 women will develop 
breast cancer during her life 
time. Cervical cancer is also a 
potentially life-threatening 
disease which strikes more than 
13,000 wormen each year 


“The real tragedy is that

much of the loss of life from 
these cancers could be pre- 
vented,’’ Mikulski said. ‘arly 
detection is the best method of 
improving a woman's chance of 
survival 

If my bill is enacted, we 
could save the lives of thow 
sands of wormen each year,"’ Mi- 
kulski said. ‘I believe that no 
woman should have to exper- 
ence the devastating effect of 
cancer simply because she 
cannot afford to have routine 
health screening. We need to 
act now to lower the number of 
these early and tragic deaths.”

WDT Initiates 
Safety Program 
Concerning Trucks 


The Maryland Department of 
Transportation's Drive to 
Survive program is focused on 
large commercial motor 
vehicles in a statewide 
campaign featuring tips on 
sharing the highway with large 
trucks. The campaign is one of 
seven major elements of the 
Drive to Survive program 
designed to heighten public 
awareness of highway safety 

‘The message we are trying 
to convey is to drive together, 
especially in the urban areas 
where there's congestion,”’ said 
Richard H. Trainor, secretary 
of the Maryland Department of 
Transportation. Appearing on 
the Maryland State Police 
Radio Program, a weekly pub- 
lic service radio broadcast, 
Secretary Trainor called on 
motorists to exercise common 
courtesy while driving. ‘‘The 
main thing is to be considerate 
and polite,"’ Trainor added 

The Maryland Department of 
Transportation has released a 
series of public service 


announcements featuring high- 
way safety messages on truck 
safety and sharing the road. 
The campaign also features 
information on the commercial 
driver's license (CDL) which 
provides a single uniform 
licensing system for drivers of 
trucks and buses. The CDL pro- 
vides tougher penalties for 
drunk or drugged drivers. 

The standards for drinking 
are considerably lower (for 
truck drivers) including man- 
datory suspension and revo 
cation,’ stated Trainor. “If you 
are stopped (for drunk driving) 
vou're going to wind up losing 
your license,”’ he added. 

A recent study of alcohol 
involvement in nine separate 
fatal truck accidents in Mary- 
land revealed alcohol as a 
factor in one-third of the heavy 
truck crashes. The study, con 
ducted by the National Trans 
portation Safety Board (NTSB), 
listed any drug of abuse as a 
factor in five of the nine fatal 
truck collisions studied. Mary- 
land was one of the eight states 
listed in the NTSB study.

season. He is currently working 
on this coming season's original 
offering ‘‘There's a Dragon in 
my Dungeon" and its seven 
characters. Snelson is creator 
and director of the “Only Small 
Players’ Puppet Theatre. 

Snelson noted that FSU Dean 
of Arts and Humanities Dr. 
Philip Allen was asked to enter 
the pupnets in the competition 
for costuming for Maryland 
State Arts Council-supported 
productions. (CST is funded in 
part by the MSAC.) “After Dr. 
Allen submitted the entry appli- 
cation, judges came to FSU to 
see the puppets firsthand,"’ said 
Snelson, who had prepared a 
display of the puppets. And, the 
puppets, which are hand and 
rod held and nearly 22 inches 
tall, sold themselves. The FSU 
duo recently attended a lunch- 
eon honoring the “Threads on 
the Boards'’ exhibitors 

The puppets’ costumes were 
designed by Snelson and 
Marianne Green and con- 
structed by Green and Snelson's 
wife, Jacqueline 

Even though he can't pinpoint 
why he began designing and 
creating puppets, he has been in 
“the business" since 149. He 
does, however, credit FSU pro- 
fessor emeritus Dr. Dorothy 
Howard as being an early in- 
fluence in the love of puppetry. 

Each puppet ts designed for a 
particular script or purpose, ex- 
plained the Garrett County resi- 
dent, who also created the pup- 
pets for FSU's madrigal cele- 
bration this past December and 
CST’s inaugural season. After 
forming a mental image, the 
craftsman takes to the de 
signing table and sketches out 
the character. The actual pup- 
pet-building process begins 
with the carving of the head 
from flotation foam and 
covering it with a material 
known as celastic. After the 
eyes and mouth are added 
(some of which are movable), 
the carving is covered in 
specially-dyed skin-colored 
fleece — the same type the 
muppets are made of. Snelson 
added the costumes are de- 
signed exclusively for the 
characters and are made from 
a variety of materials and 
accessories 

However Snelson's job isn't 
finished when the puppets are 
complete. Next comes training 
the actors in the art of puppet- 
eering. ‘‘I usually have to teach 
therm (the actors) two things — 
first, to ‘go up their arm’ 
(project their voice upward) 
and second, to listen in charac- 
ter,”’ commented the veteran 
puppeteer 

After receiving his baccalav- 
reate degree from FSU in 1965, 
Snelson earned his masters's 
and doctorate at the University 
of Maryland. He is a founding 
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member of the Garrett Lakes 
Arts Festival's steering com- 
mittee and a member of the 
Puppeteers of America, the 
Theatre Framework Review 
Committee, Theatre Credit 
Count Committee, the Fine Arts 
Framework Review Committee 
for the Maryland State Depart- 
ment of Education and the 
U.N.M.LM.A., an international 
puppetry association. He has 
extensive experience in educa- 
tional, community and profes- 
sional! theatre as well as puppet 
theatre.

MSP Crackdown 
On Speeding Nets 
Numerous Drivers 


The majority of motorists 
stopped by Maryland State 
Police during the first three 
days of Clickit and Ticket were 
cited for speeds well above the 
55 mile per hour limit. 

State Police issued 1,349 
citations for speeds between 66 
and 75 miles per hour. Troopers 
cited 235 motorists for speeds in 
excess of 75 miles per hour. 
Only ii percent, or 186, 
motorists were cited for speeds 
between 55 and 65 miles per 
hour. 

Garrett County troopers 
made 18 speeding arrests for 
the sarne three-~<day period, said 
police at the McHenry barrack. 
Officers wrote 23 other citations 
and 23 warning tickets. 


During the first three days of 
the strict enforcement efforts, 
Maryland State Police issued a 
total of 1,770 tickets for speeds 
above the 5 mile per hour 
speed limit. The intensive speed 
enforcement program entitled 
Clickit and Ticket is aimed at 
motorists exceeding 
Maryland's 55 mile per hour 
speed limit. 

“Clickit and Ticket has 
resulted in a dramatic increase 
in public awareness of the bene- 
fits of controlling speeds on our 
highways,"’ said Colonel Elmer 
H. Tippett, superintendent, 
Maryland State Police. 
“Although average speeds on 
the metropolitan interstate 
highways appear to be lower, 
enforcement will remain strict 
and aggressive throughout the 
state,"’ Colonel Tippett added. 

More than 1,000 troopers have 
taken aim at speeding motorists 
in Maryland using conventional 
radar and VASCAR, a 
computerized speed enforce- 
ment device. The stepped up 
enforcement is being conducted 
seven days a week, 24 hours a 
day.

Sierra Leone is a small 
country on the west coast of 
Africa. Its name is derived 
from the rugged mountains 
known as “mountains of the 
lions," so named, some say, 
because the sound of thunder 
rolling through the mountains 
during the many storms is like 
the roar of the mighty lion 
whose shape the mountain 
range resembles. 

It was founded in 1787 by 
English philanthropists as a 
settlement for escaped and 
freed Negro slaves. The coastal! 
area became a British crown 
colony in 1608 and the interior 
was proclaimed a protectorate 
in 1896. In 1961 the colony and 
protectorate merged and Sierra 
Leone became the third British 
colony in West Africa to become 
independent. The country is 
more than twice the size of 
Maryland, with comparably the 
same amount of people, and 
slightly smaller than the state 
of South Carolina. Freetown, 
the capital, has what is said to 
be one of the finest natural 
harbors in Africa. The per 
capita income is $250 as 
compared to the per capita 
income of Maryland which is 
$19,847 (19868). Its economy is 
basicaliy agricultural with rice 
the main crop. It is the world's 
fifth largest producer of 
industrial diamonds and the 
sixth largest producer of gem 
stones. 

The present government is a 
republic with the president 
elected to a five-year term by 
the House of Representatives. 
The language is English. Most 
Sierra Leoneans follow 
animistic beliefs, although 
there are also many Muslims. 
Christians comprise about 10

Governor William Donald 
Schaefer has announced that 
the Department of Housing and 
Community Development has 
$3.2 million available in low 
interest loans through the Com- 
munity Energy Loan Program 
CELP) 

‘The CELP program is one of 
the most creative financial 
packages designed to help those 
institutions that have the 
greatest need to conserve 
energy,’’ the governor said 

“The program will enable 
institutions and local iuris- 
dictions to direct more of its 
limited income to programs 
serving people rather than to 
energy costs,”’ he added 

CELP was established in 1969 
by the General Assembly and 
offers low-interest loans to 
schools, hospitals, local govern- 
ments and non-profit groups. 
CELP projects will enable these 
organizations to become more 
energy efficient through 
physical improvements to their 
facilities 

The program is funded with 
federal Petroleum Violation 
Escrow Funds and admin- 
istered by the Community 
Assistance Administration 
through the Maryland Energy 
Office 

The funds must be used for 
energy efficiency improve- 
ments. These improvements 
must save energy and be per- 
formed on a building owned by 
the applicant. The project build- 
ing must include heating and/or 
cooling systems. The improve- 
ment project must have a pay- 
back period of not more than 
seven years 

A maximum loan of $100,000 
will be available and repayable

Goldstein Seeks 
Many Owners Of 


Unclaimed Funds 


It just might be the largest 
lost and found list in the history 
of Maryland according to State 
Comptroller Louis L. Goldstein 
“We're advertising the names 
of 24,04 Marylanders who lost 
track of their money or valu- 
ables. The ads will appear in 
newspapers across the state in 
the next two weeks,” he said. 

Ads carrying 33 of those 
names due property worth 
$7 497.07 appear in The Republi- 
can today and will also run in 
the March 22 issue. 

‘This is the largest number of 
names we ever advertised to 
reach apparent owners of un 
claimed funds. The individuals 
whose names we are ad- 
vertising are due unclaimed 
funds worth about $18.5 million 
from banks or i other 
businesses,’’ Goldstein said 
‘These names were reported to 
us in the past year.” 

Financial institutions, in- 
surance companies and 
corporations are required to re- 
port bank accounts, contents of 
safe deposit boxes, wages, 
insurance benefits, stock divi- 
dends and other funds to the 


State Comptroller's Office if 
they remain unclaimed for five 
years of more. “We advertise 
the names of the apparent right- 
ful owners in the county of their 
last known address,"’ Goldstein 
said 

“However, Maryland's law is 
custodial, meaning that there is 
no time limit under which the 
property or its monetary 
equivalent may be claimed,’’ he 
said. 

The unclaimed property 
doesn’t include real estate or 
boats or cars. Banks accounts 
and contents of safe deposit 
boxes make up most of the un- 
claimed funds in the current ad. 

“The contents of safe deposit 
boxes listed in the current ads 
include everything from a baby 
diaper and gold bracelets to old 
silver dollars and coin collec- 
tions,”’ Goldstein said, adding, 
“If you see your name in the 
current list, follow the instruc- 
tions that appear at the top of 
the ad to learn how to claim 
your funds."

RECYCLING 

Garrett Cormmunity College 
feels that as an education facili- 
ty it should be in the forefront of 
the recycling efforts going on 
across the United States 
Therefore, GCC staff has looked 
into various ideas and solutions 
to recycling waste generated by 
the college 

Aluminum cans are a signifi- 
cant part of waste being 
generated by the college 
However, the cans are already 
being recycled by staff 
members, almost on a daily 
basis, eliminating the need to 
find a place for storage. 

Cardboard and computer 
paper are two items which the 
college will now begin to recy- 
cle. The college looked into 
recycling glass bottles, but so 
few are produced that it is not 
feasible to consider 

Cardboard will be stored on 
pallets somewhere at the col- 
lege and waste computer paper 
will be stored in boxes in the of- 
fice where the waste is 
generated. As a box becomes 
full, they will be collected and 
stored with the cardboard or 
taken directly to the recycling 
center 

‘We should be the leaders in 
recycling and in educating peo 
ple about recycling.”’ said Dr 
Stephen Herman, president of 
GCC “If we don't 
something, we might 
ourselves out of the globe."

An estimated 106 citizens 
turned out for a public hearing 
held Monday evening by the 
Oakland Mayor and Town Coun- 
cil to hear concerns and answer 
questions regarding the capital 
cost billing for the Oakland 
Wastewater Treatment and Col- 
lector Facilities 

As a result of the public hear- 
ing, the decision was made to 
extend the due date for all bills 
for the Oakland Sewer Authori- 
ty initial capital cost billing to 
April 19. The original due date 
was April 9 

Oakland was placed under 
consent order in 1984 to con- 
struct a sewer system for the 
town. Construction began on the 
sewer system in 1987 and due to 
delays and unforeseen pro 
blems, the local share of the 
cost of constructing a sewer had 
climbed from $1,100,000 to 
$2,809,614 

The total cost of the project is 
$8,788,499. The project consists 
of upgraded in-town collector 
system with new lines in Cherry 
Glade, Dennett Road, Midway 
and Third Street South and a 
new wastewater treatment 
plant. The system uses no 
chemicals and creates no 
sludge 

The local share was $2,499,989 
in 1989, but has since been

Jarusek was indicted on 
charges of distribution of 
cocaine, possession of cocaine, 
possession of marijuana. She 
was arrested on a warrant and 
arraigned before the court on 
March 14.

The Garrett County Commis 
sioners this week announced a 
new tax credit program 
designed to encourage Garrett 
County's manufacturers to 
upgrade their equipment used 
for production purposes 
According to the commis- 
sioners, the tax credit would 
offer any qualified manu- 
facturer a 50 percent tax credit 
on their personal property tax 
liability 

According to commissioner 
Elwood L. Groves Il, ‘This is 
another part of our major 
initiative to be more competi- 
tive as a subdivision....It will 
not only allow these manvu- 
facturers to be more competi 
tive in the marketplace, but will 
also probably have a positive 
impact on the number of 
employees in the future, so 
we're really excited about the 
potential impact of this 
program." 

Commissioner Ernest J 
Gregg added, ‘This is not only 
an investment by the manu- 
facturer. It is also an invest- 
ment by the county 
government. We are taking this 
approach on the premise that 
the manufacturer invests 
money they don't have to pay in 
tares It is a good move for 
the county, and we think almost 
immediately we're going to see 
some companies moving in to 
take advantage of the program 

“We believe that this tax 
credit program complements 
the existing financing programs 
we offer new and expanding 
manufacturers, said Commis 
sioner John G. Braskey, adding. 
“Garrett County now offers a 
new and expanding manu 
facturer financing for as low as 
6.75 percent to buy new equip 
ment. Over the past eight years 
approximately 35 of our 
companies have taken advant- 
age of these programs." 

Commissioner Groves further 
elaborated by stating, ‘The 
mistake made by many in both 
industry and government alike 
is shortsightedness. We can see 
examples of failed industries in 
Pittsburgh and even in our own 
region where companies did not 
reinvest in modern equipment 
at the proper time, and later

scape Injury During Explosion 


Two elderly Bloomington 
residents escaped injury 
Thursday evening when an 
explosion caused by gasoline 
fumes heavily damaged the 
kitchen of their one-story frame 
dwelling 

William Angle, 92, and a 
companion, Laura Kelly, 9, 
had just left the kitchen and 
went into another room when 
the 8:59 p.m. blast occurred 
According to Robert B. Thomas 
Jr.. deputy chief state fire 
marshal, Angle had poured 
gasoline around the outside of 
the house in an attempt to kill 
ants. The vapors entered the 
house and were ignited possibly 
by an electric hot water heater 
or refrigerator in the kitchen, 
Thomas said. 

Thomas said that if the couple 
had still been in the kitchen at 
the tirne of the explosion, they 


probably would have been 
seriously injured or killed 

The explosion caused a fire 
which was quickly extinguished 
by ruptured water lines at the 
rear of the house. Responding to 
the scene were the Bloomington 
and Westernport volunteer fire 
departments. The fire was out 
upon their arrival 

Thomas estimated 
damage to be at least $3,000 

Assisting with the investi- 
gation were Robert Shimer, 
deputy chief state fire marshal, 
and Guy Carola, deputy fire 
marshal and investigator for 
Garrett and Allegany counties 

Thomas issued a warning to 
citizens that gasoline and/or 
other flammable materials 
should not be used to kill

The town 
has had to borrow $1,482,934 to 
pay for the sewer system 

Based on 1,689 equivalent 
residential units (ERU), the 
local cost is $728.72 per ERU 
Some areas, such as Dennett 
Road and High Street, are pay- 
ing more because of the higher 
cost of construction in their 
area. Dennett Road and High 
Street are being charged 
$1,136.14 

“Everyone is sharing in the 
cost of the treatment plant. In 
addition, each area is paying 
for construction that happened 
in their area, such as Dennett 
Road,"’ Mayor Asa McCain ex- 
plained. 

The main concerns expressed 
at the meeting were the length 
of time given to pay the bills 
and the interest rate on the 
money due, which is 12 percent 

Gwen McBee, town clerk, ex- 
plained that residents were bill- 
ed for the amount of water they 
used. The town looked at the 
Jverage amount of water used 
over the past several years and 
then billed the resident or 
business accordingly.

Drug Awareness 


(curriculums Shown 
To Board Of Ed. 


Members of the Garrett Coun- 
ty Board of Education recently 
reviewed two unique programs 
geared toward developing self- 
esteem and drug awareness in 
Garrett County schools at their 
regularly scheduled March 


meeting. 


Garrett County Sheriff Van 
Evans recommended im- 
plementation of the nationally 
known Dare program, an anti- 
drug curriculum designed for 
fifth and sixth grade students, 
with a back-up course to be of- 
fered in the ninth grade. 

The sheriff backed up his 
recommendation by pledging to 
contribute one deputy sheriff 
full-time, and one as a back-up 
instructor, to the program for 
the coming school year. 

Unlike Quest, Dare is a 
course taught by Police officers 
who have undergone 80 hours of 
training. 

Dare teaches students how to 
deal with stress. Students learn 
relaxation techniques. They 
learn about self-esteem, choices 
and consequences. They prac- 
tice a variety of ways to ‘say 
no” to peer pressure. 

State Dare Coordinators Jim 
Allender, Baltimore County 
Police, and Rick Nash, 
Maryland State Police, initiated 
the program in the state of 
Maryland and were on hand to 
present the program to the 
Board of Education. 

According to Allender, Dare 
would complement the Quest 
program already in place.

Currently 11 law enforcement 
agencies in Maryland provide 
Dare programs to local schools. 
The program, which originated 
in Los Angeles, is currently in 
place in 49 states as well as 
overseas. 

Allender spoke of his involve- 
ment with Dare, ‘I'm convinc- 
ed that in my 20 years of law en- 
forcement this is the most ex- 
cliing assignment I’ve hed.” 

Dare is not taught as part of 
the schools’ health curriculum. 
Instead it would be taught dur- 
ing several class periods of 
each subject offered in the 
schools. 

According to Allender, van 
dalism and truancy were reduc- 
ed in Los Angeles following the 
implementation of the pro 
gram. 

In Baltimore County 
statistics show a 48-49 percent 
decrease in mandatory expul- 
sion due to drug-related of- 
fenses the year after Dare was 
implemented into that school 
system. 

When asked for a reaction to 


the proposal, Wilda Massi, 
principal of Northern Middle 
School, stated, ‘It would com- 
plement the Quest program and 
be beneficial at that particular 
age.” 

The Board unanimously ap 
proved a move to apply for the 
program. 

According to Sheriff Evans, 
the program should be in place 
next Sentermber Along with the 
Board, he is in the process of 
selecting officers to be trained 
as Dare instructors 

Evans first learned of the 
Dare program at a seminar he 
attended a year ago. According 
to the sheriff, ‘'( Dare) is part of 
the Governor's plan of attack 
for drug problems in the state 

As the sheriff stated, “We 
can't ignore the drug problem.’ 


The second program 
presented to the Board of 
Education was the Quest pro- 
gram, sponsored by Lions Club 
International.

A good basketball 
tearn is nothing more than any 
other successful family, job or 
community; each member's 
recognition of his/her own 
talents and their consequent 
integration and contribution to 
the tearn or society. 

During my career, I saw 
amateur skepticieam from 
parents do more to sow discord 
and mistrust, and losing among 
players than anything else. | 
saw half baked, emotional 
philosophies fall among our 
tearn and distort our goals like 
big, wet snowflakes falling in a 
person's eyes, blurring his/her 
sight. Too many times did I see 
a parent's angry, scowling face 
in the stands or his/her scornful 
words during a car ride home 
after a loss, and exert their 
insidious presence on the court 
I heard the catcalls of some and 
the reprimand of others sur- 
round player's head like so 
many buzzing, swarming flies, 
challenging his loyalty into a 
stupid shot, frustrating his re 
lations with other tearnmates 
into a turnover, confusing him 
into mental mistakes. I even 
saw this ‘‘all-knowing in- 
fluence’’ sap and deplete a po- 
tentially good player of confi- 
dence, enough to seriously 
impair a career that might have 
ended in a college scholarship.

To the Editor 

For some time the Garrett 
Property Owners Association 
has been concerned about 
misuse of public (State) land by 
kayakers and rafters in the 
Sang Run area. A field, once 
productive farmland and the lo- 
cation of Indian Burials, is used 
as a staging area for Youghio- 
gheny whitewater boating. 
Being in a wet low level flood- 
plane area it often becomes a 
muddy quagmire from 
vehicular traffic. In addition, 
without sanitary facilities and 
no control over its use for carnp- 
ing and other undesirable 
activities, it has become a com- 


munity blight. 

To prevent misuse of the land, 
the Natura! Lands Trust, Inc. of 
Philadelphia, former owners of 
the property, prepared a plan, 
complete, with professional 
drawings and specifications, to 
provide proper parking, sani- 
tary, and other facilities for the 
boaters. Before the Trust plan 
was approved it sold the prop- 
erty to the State of Maryland. 

Since the State has not taken 
any action to correct misuse of 
the land before and since 
acquiring ownership, the Gar- 
rett Property Owners Associ- 
ation submitted an updated ver- 
sion of the Trust plan to DNR 
for approval. The DNK reply 
ignored the request for ap 
proval. It stated it was working 
on a “strategy” for the area. It 
is requested the following letter 
in response to the DNR non-ap- 
proval be printed in your next 
issue of The Republican.

Dear Secretary Nelson: 

Your reply of March 7, 1990, 
to our proposal application was 
most disappointing to say the 
least. Your reply indicates you 
either did not read, review, or 
understand our proposal even 
though we spent considerable 
time, effort, and money to be 
sure it was thoroughly prepared 
and complied with every 
requirement of Maryland law 
and regulation. As required, we 
would like to know why our pro 
posal application was not 
brought before the Youghio- 
gheny Local Advistory Board 
for their review and recommen- 
dation. 

First of all, our proposal was

to prevent further desecration 
of public property which you 
have allowed to occur over the 
years in violation of the Mary- 
land Scenic and Wild Rivers Act 
and implementing regulations 
While kayakers and rafters 
would benefit from properly 
prepared parking areas and 
sanitary facilities, our primary 
concern was the misuse of 
public property and the elim- 
nation of a community blight. It 
is difficult to understand how 
you can so strictly enforce com- 
pliance with regulations by pri- 
vate landowners and then shut 
your eyes to your own Vic 
lations. To refresh your 
memory, COMAR 08-1514 
specifically states your Depart 
ment's regulations apply to 
public lands located in the 
Youghiogheny Scenic Corridor 

Second, our proposal was not 
whimsically prepared. It has 
been five years in the making 
It was first started by the 
National Lands Trust, Inc. of 
Philadelphia, when they pur- 
chased the property in 1985 
Appropriate professional engi- 
neering services were em- 
ployed in its preparation to 
assure adherence to proper 
land management principles to 
include archeological exca- 
vations in the area prescribed 
for parking. After they failed in 
getting your cooperation on the 
proposal, the property was sold 
to the State. Now, for the 
reasons stated above, our 
organization is pursuing the 
proposal. When you mention the 
development of a ‘strategy’ 
for protecting the archeological 
site, it is evident you do not 
realize you are responsible for 
abuse now being committed to 
an Indian burial ground. 
protection of this Indian burial 
ground was a prime consider. 
ation in our proposal. 

Since the responsibility for 
the Youghiogheny Scenic Cor- 
ridor was assigned to your 
Department, you have had thir- 
teen years to develop your 
‘“strategy.’’ You have also had 
thirteen years to prepare the 
corridor management plan and 
identification of the scenic 
corridor boundaries as required 
by the Scenic and Wild Rivers 
Act. Neither has been accom 
plished.

Since this newspaper has so 
graciously allowed me to read 
about the pros and cons of my 
coaching abilities for the past 
four weeks, I would finally like 
to make a few comments of my 
own 

First, | vehemently disagree 
with and would like to readilv 
contest, point by point, most of 
the criticisms hurled my way 
by Stan Wallace and his dis- 
gruntied friends. I will not, how- 
ever, belabor the points made 
by other writers concerning 
style and strategy of basketball 
under the variety of conditions 
that exist in high school 
athletics. I will concede that 
fast-paced basketball is more 
fun to watch, play, and coach, 
than a deliberate, patterned 
style of play. However, I firmly 
believe that if you wish to be 
competitive, your ‘‘style’’ of of- 
fense must be predicated on an 
ability to play reasonably effec- 
tive defense. If you can't stop 
teams defensively, you better 
make offense a part of your de- 
fense. 

Nothing would please me 
more than to develop a team 
that plays great pressure de- 
fense, forces turnovers, and 
distributes shots frequently and 
among varied players. This is, 
and has been, a goal of our pro 
gram and I am disappointed 
that a few vocal, pen-crazed, 
indiscriminate ‘‘fans’’ were 
unable to see the progress we 
have attempted to make in that 
direction 

Secondly , despite the fact that 
| personally discouraged sup

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Adxle Load Limu 
Bills Don't Fare 
Hell In 


District 1-A Delegate George 
C. Edwards announced this 
week that, although House Bill 
317, concerning the enforce- 
ment of axle load limits, did not 
pass, House Bill 318, regarding 
axle load limit tolerance, is now 
in the Senate, after having been 
passed with amendments by the 
House 

Edwards stated, ‘We thought 
we had an agreement" on HB 
317 but, he said, the Maryland 
State Police did not support the 
bill. However, he noted that the 
Garrett and Allegany County 
delegations, sponsors of the bill, 
were still trying to amend the 
language so that the issue could 
be included in the state budget 

The bill would have allowed 
‘the operator of a vehicle that 
is in violation of certain axle 
load limits a certain period of 
time to bring the vehicle into 


dssem bly 


compliance by shifting the 
distribution of the load...."’ 

HB 318 would have allowed a 
10 percent variance on axle load 
limits but was also not sup 
ported by the Maryland State 
Police, as well as the Maryland 
Department of Transportation 
Edwards noted that the bill was 
passed after the variance was 
amended to five percent. This, 
he said, ‘‘was better than 
nothing.” 

In other news from the 
legislator, three coal tax bills 
sponsored by the Garrett and 
Allegany delegations, were 
passed but, according to Ed- 
wards, were meshed into one 
bill. House Bills 567, 605 and 724 
pertained to the reporting of 
coal taxes by a county to the 
General Assembly, the pay- 
ment of interest and penalties 
on the late payment of coal 
taxes and a requirement that 
coal severance taxes and sur- 
charges and any penalty and in- 
terest be paid at the sarne time 

Edwards also announced that 
House Bills 1266 and 1267, spon-

HB 1266 authorizes the 
county cormmissioners to fix the 
redemption rate of property 
taxes, stating, ‘the rate is 10 
percent a year or as fixed by the 
county commissioners.” 

HB 1267 provides that ‘the 
county commissioners may pro- 
vide group health and hospital 
insurance benefits and a per- 
sion and retirement benefit plan 
for county officers and 
employees."’ The County corm- 
missioners also may provide 
group health and hospital in- 
surance benefits for retired 
county officers and employees. 


Bear Damage 


Compensation 
Bill Killed 


District 1-A Delegate George 
C. Edwards this week reported 
that a bill he sponsored to com- 
pensate farmers for damage to 
crops by black bears was killed 
in committee by a 15-9 vote, 
even after attempts to amend 
the bill were offered 

House Bill 1396, designed to 
compensate farmers for crop 
damage over $200 would have 
been funded by a proposed 
25-cent increase in hunting 
license fees. Edwards stated 
that his effort to get the bill 
passed by offering to armend the 
increase to 10 cents per license 
was rejected by the House En- 
vironmental Matters Commit- 
tee 

Also offered, he said, was a 
three-year sunset clause that 
would automatically take the 
law out of existence in three 
years. This proposed amend- 
ment was also rejected 

While Edwards was unable to 
hear first-hand the reasoning 
behind the bill's rejection, he 
explained that he was informed 
that, not only did some commit- 
tee members — mostly from ur- 
ban areas — oppose an increase 
in licensing fees, but they also 
feared setting a precedent that 
might then set off a call for 
compensation from damage by 
deer 

Edwards’ argument to this 
concern was that 1)there is cur- 
rently a hunting season for 
deer to control the population 
and an allowance for farmers to 
shoot deer who have damaged 
crops and 2)that farmers are 
compensated for deer damage 
by being allowed to keep the 
deer meat 

Edwards noted that the bill 
provoked some ‘‘lively discus- 
sion’’ by the committee. 


Abortion Bill 
Filibuster In 
Eighth Day 


As a compromise on the 
abortion issue reportedly 


remains out of reach on the 
Senate floor, a filibuster has 
reached its eighth day in the 
Maryland Genera! Assembly 
The bill in question, ad- 
vocated by § pro-choice 
proponents, is one that would 
allow abortion to remain widely 
available in Maryland with few 
restrictions until the time in 
pregnancy when the fetus is 
able to live outside the womb 
Those restrictions are that 
parents must be notified, in 
many cases, before a minor 
could have an abortion per- 
formed and abortion would be 
allowed in cases where the 
mother's life or health is at risk 
even after the time viablity out- 
side the womb. Exceptions 
would also be made if the fetus 
shows severe abnormalities 
Abortion opponents have 
reportedly been talking non 
stop since last Thursday in 
order to block passage of the 
bill, which requires a two-thirds 
majority vote. Legislators who 
oppose the bill have reportedly 
stated they will continue the fili- 
buster until the bill is either 
killed or the Senate agrees to a 
compromise that would allow 
the question to g0 to 
referendum, thus allowing the 
voters to decide the issue

State School Superintendent 
Joseph L. Shilling said Monday 
that Governor William Donald 
Schaefer will include $5.8 
million in a supplementa! 
budget for education programs 
ranging from preschool for dis- 
advantaged four-year-old chil- 
dren to dropout prevention 
programs 

The superintendent praised 
the governor for providing the 
additional support for ‘‘dis- 
advantaged young people who 
have the greatest need and can 
benefit the most from extra sup- 
port." He said most of the 
programs are designed to 
prevent the development of 
more serious problems 

The governor's supplemental! 
budget calls for expanding the 
following programs 

Extended Elementary Edv- 
cation Program: $3 million. At 
a budget of $6.6 million for the 
1989-90 school year, the 
program serves 5,000 children 
in 132 schools in 21 of 
Maryland's school districts 
The additional funds would 
allow expanding the program to 
7,000 children in 181 sites 
Research shows the program's 
long-term benefits in terms of 
preparing disadvantaged chil- 
dren for success in school 

Maryland's Tomorrow: $1.8 
million. This school dropout 
prevention program, operated 
by the public schools in con- 
junction with local business and 
industry, combines intensive 
basic skills instruction, mentors 
serving as positive role models 
and work experience to keep 
young people in school 
Students in the program last 
year were 45 percent less likely 
to drop out of school than 
similar students not in the 
program. The additional funds 
would expand the program to 
serve 2,500 additional ninth 
graders considered at risk of 
dropping out. Currently, 5,000 
students are in the program in 
76 schools 

College 
$500 000. 


Foundation. 
The program, 
affiliated with the Greater 
Baltimore Committee, helps 
students from low-income 
families in Baltimore City 
prepare for college through 
counseling, referral services 
and reirmbursement for fees for 
college applications and 
required tests. It also provides

VEGETABLE RICE 

i cup brown rice 
‘2 Ib. Chinese cabbage (bok choy) 
2 tablespoons oil 
2 cups chicken broth 
Dash of soy sauce 

Trim off the cabbage’s root end, wash stalks 
thoroughly. Cut stalks crosswise into l-inch pieces. 
Heat a heavy saucepan over high heat until hot, add 
the oil and swirl for 30 seconds. Add the cabbage and 
stir rapidly to coat with oil, continue about 1 minute, 
until the green leaves are bright. Then add rice, broth 
and soy sauce. When water boils, let it bubble for 4-5 
minutes, stirring occasionally. Turn heat to lowest 
possible level, cover tightly, and let the rice steam in 
this manner for approximately 35-40 minutes. Serves 
4 to6. Extra soy sauce may be added after cooking to 
taste. 


RICE PILAF 
4 teaspoon lemon juice 
3 tablespoons tomato paste 
‘4, teaspoon ground cinnamon 
‘2 cup orange juice 
‘2 teaspoon grated orange rind 
Pinch of sugar

HEARTY LENTIL SOUP

Wash and drain lentils. In 4quart pan, bring 
water to boil.

RED-COOKED TOFU WITH 
BROCCOLI AND MUSHROOMS 

4 quarter-size slices peeled ginger root 
4 scallions, each cut into 4 pieces 
2 tablespoons oil 
5 tablespoons soy sauce 
2% cups hot beef broth 
2 cups tofu, cut into l-inch cubes 
1-2 tablespoons sugar 
1 teaspoon Five Spice Powder* 
2-3 cups broccoli 
i‘2-2 cups mushrooms 

Cut broccoli florets into uniformly sized, bite-size 
pieces. Cut off tough bottom ends of broccoli stems, 
then slice or peel off outer surface of remaining 
broccoli stern to form a rectangular block. Cut into 
diagonal slices about ‘inch thick. Cut large 
mushrooms in half to produce uniformly sized pieces. 
Heat a heavy stewing pot over high heat until hot, add 
oil and swirl for 30 seconds. Add the ginger and 
scallions, give them a fast stir and add the tofu, 
followed by the soy sauce, sugar and spice powder. 
Stir to color the tofu evenly. Then add the broth and 
stir. When it boils again, adjust heat to maintain a 
gentle, steady simmering. Add mushrooms, cover 
and simmer for 20 minutes, turning tofu occasionally. 
After 20 minutes, add the broccoli florets and stem 
slices. Simmer another 10 minutes. Then uncover, 
turn heat high and let the mixture bubble for a minute 
or so to thicken the sauce, stirring gently. Makes 5-7 
cups (serves 4). (If desired, dry sherry can be substi- 
tuted for %« cup of the beef broth). The proportions of 
tofu and vegetables in this dish can be adjusted to suit 
personal tastes. Cubed pork or chicken also may be 
added to the recipe. 

*Five Spice Powder can be found in Oriental food 
sections of most larger grocery stores. It is a mixture 
of star anise, fennel, cinnamon, cloves and Szechuan

1 tablespoon vinegar (Optional: 3 tablespoons dry

142 Ib skinned and boned chicken breast 
4 winter squash (acorn or other) 
% cup chicken broth 
% cup lemon juice 
2 tablespoons soy sauce 
2 teaspoons sugar 
% cup scallions, thinly sliced 
2 tablespoons fresh ginger, minced 
2-3 teaspoons garlic, minced 
2-4 cups frozen peas (thawed) 

In a ceramic or glass bowl, combine 1% 
teaspoons of the oil, 1 tablespoon cornstarch, vinegar 
and 1 tablespoon sherry or water, beat until smooth. 
Add egg white and stir until it is broken up. Cut 
chicken into 1% by “-inch pieces, coat with the 
mixture and let marinate together, covered, for 1 
hour. In a saucepan, boil 1 quart water, add 1% 
teaspoons oil and the chicken mixture, and cook over 
high heat, stirring for 30 seconds until chickens turns 
white. Drain the chicken, transfer to a bow! and cover 
it. Cut winter squash in half, remove seeds, and steam 
until tender (about 15 minutes). Let cool, and hollow 
out shells with a melon ball cutter. Reserve 
shells and keep warm and covered. In a 
combine broth, lemon juice, soy sauce, sugar, 
tablespoon cornstarch and 2 tablespoons sherry. in 
wok or large skillet, heat scallions, ginger and garlic, 
stir-fry for 1 minute. Add squash balls and continue 
cooking 3 minutes more, then add chicken and thawed 
peas. Stir broth mixture, add to pan and cook 3 
minutes or until chicken is heated through.

Poison Prevention 
st eek | nderwas 


Governor William Donald 
Schaefer has proclaimed March 
18-24 ‘‘Poison Prevention 
Week" in Maryland. The week 
is sponsored by the Maryland 
Poison Center (MPC), which is 
a division of the University of 
Maryland School of Pharmacy 
and is designated as the state's 
official poison center. 

“Accidential poisonings are 
preventable if Marylanders 
make sure their homes are 
nor. “‘We need to be aware that 
there are things we use around 
the house every day that can be 
dangerous to children,"’ he said. 

Although labeling require- 
ments and education programs 
have had some effect in 
reducing the number of child- 
hood ingestions, significant 
numbers of children are still 


According to the Maryland 
Poison Center, at least 21,000 
children under age five were 
exposed to potentially 
poisonous substances in 1988. 

The Maryland Department of 
Health and Mental Hygiene 
(DHMH) encourages Maryland 
citizens to observe ‘Poison 
Prevention Week.” 


DHMH Office of 
Protection and Consumer 
Health Services. ‘‘One 
accidental poisoning for any 
child is one too many,” he 
added. 

To prevent 
accidents: 

*Keep all household chemical 
products and medicines out of 
reach and sight of children and, 
preferably, locked up when not 
in use. Medicines on counters 
are very accessible to children 

"When these products are in 
use, never let them out of your 


poisoning 


all medicines 
separately from household 
products, and store household 
chemicals away from food. 

"Always resecure the cap 
after you use a household 
chemical 

*Keep items in their original 
containers. Never use drinking 
cups or soda bottles to hold 
household chemicals. 

*Leave the original labels on 
products and read thern before 
using any product 

"Always leave the light on 
when giving or taking medicine 

*Refer to medicine as 

"Clean out the medicine 
cabinets periodically, and 
safely dispose of unneeded or 
outdated medicines 

"Use safety packaging 
oroperly — by closing the con 
tainer securely after use.

Maryland Records Sharp Decrease 


In Fire-Related Deaths In 1989 


Maryland State Fire Marshal 
Rocco J Gabriele has 
annou:nced a dramatic de- 
crease in the number of fire 
deaths for the State of Mary- 
land in 1989. According to 
Gabriele, 8) persons died in 
fire-related incidents during the 
past year in Maryland, as corm- 
pared with 129 for 1988. Thirty- 
eight percent reduction in fire 
deaths is the largest single re 
duction in fire deaths ever 
recorded in the state since 
records had been kept pertain- 
ing to fire death statistics 

Statistics collected by the 
Office of the Fire Marshal re- 
vealed that careless smoking or 
misuse of smoking materials 
was once again the leading 
cause of fires in which deaths 
occurred. There were 24 deaths 
reported as a result of careless 
smoking or thirty percent of the 
total 80 fatalities. Arson was the 


next leading cause for fire 
deaths with 9 recorded for a 
total of 11.3% of the total fire 
deaths. Unattended cooking and 
electrical fires were the third 
leading causes for fire deaths in 
1989. These respective casual 
factors led to 8 fatalities each 
throughout Maryland. 

A survey of fire deaths in 
Maryland indicated the 
majority of deaths occurred in 
homes and apartments. Of the 
80 fire fatalities recorded in 
1969, 58 occurred in either 
homes or apartments. 

The bedroom was the leading 
area of origin for fire deaths 
with 22 fatalities recorded in the 
bedroom area for a total of 
27.5% of the total fire deaths. 
The living room areas was the 
second leading area of origin 
with 13 fire fatalities recorded 
for a total of 16.2% of the total 
fire deaths.

Smoke detectors, or the lack 
thereof, was also a significant 
factor in the fire death problem 
in 1989. Eighteen of the fire 
fatalities occurred in an area 
where no smoke detector was 
present. Twelve occurred in an 
area where the smoke detector 
was present but did not func- 
tion. 

In examining the data per- 
taining to the age of fire death 
victims, 23 of the 80 fatalities 
were between the ages of birth 
and 15 years. Similarly, 2) of 
the victims were between the 
ages of 61 years and above % 
years. This information shows 
us that the most susceptabile 
age group to fires are the very 
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young and elderly citizens 

In examining the fire 
fatalities by jurisdiction, Balti- 
more City experienced a reduc- 
tion from 50 in 1988 to just % in 
1969. Prince George's County 
dropped from 18 fire deaths 
recorded in 1968 to just six in 
1988. Both Baltimore County 
and Anne Arundel County also 
showed a reduction in fire 
deaths dropping from nine in 
both jurisdictions to eight in 
Anne Arundel County and five 
in Baltimore County. 

There are nine counties in 
Maryland which recorded zero 
fire deaths in 1969. Those 
counties were: Calvert, Caro 
line, Garrett, Harford, Kent, 
Queen Anne's, Somerset, Talbot 
and Wicomico. Commenting on 
this dramatic decline in fire 
deaths, Gabriele remarked 
This is the first time in the 
history of our state in which fire 
deaths dropped below 100 in any 
given year. | am extremely 
pleased with the low nurnber of 
fire deaths and attribute that to 
the continued use of smoke 
detectors and improved fire 
safety practices on the part of 
our citizens.”

the Asbestos Oversight Corm- 
mittee (AOC), created by 
Governor Schaefer's executive 
order in 1987, oversees the 
management of asbestos in 
state-owned buildings.

Jr., the AOC directs funding to 
those buildings with damaged 
hazardous asbestos. The com

New Tree 


Shelter Being { sed To 


Help Protect Seedlings brom Deer 


For years, foresters have 
been dealing with the problem 
of deer and rabbits browsing on 
newly planted seedlings. They 
have surrounded their seedlings 
with wire fencing and plast« 
mesh materials and have 
applied deer repellents of all 
types — with marginal! success 

Now there is a new tool 
foresters can use in their fight 
against animal browsing 
Called a tree shelter 
browsing device has greatly im 
proved planting prospects in 
problem areas 

The tree shelter is a trans 
parent, corrugated polyprop) 
lene tube that is placed around 
each seedling at time of plant 
ing. An ultraviolet light 
inhibitor is added to the poly 
propylene to prevent it from 
breaking down too rapidly when 
exposed to sunlight. Present 
formulations make the shelters 
stable for five to seven years: 
after that, they disintegrate 

“The UV degradable prop 
erties of this tree shelter make 
it environmentally and eco 
nomically attractive,’ says Bob 
Tjaden, a regional natural re- 
sources specialist with the Uni 
versity of Maryland Cooper 
ative Extension Service

The shelter is available in 
cubes or tubes, cut in four, five 
or six-foot lengths. A wooden 
stake — preferably 2°’ by 2’° by 
the appropriate height — must 
be located next to the shelter for 
support 

Besides preventing animal 
browsing, the shelter allows 
foresters to quickly locate seed- 
lings in weedy areas and apply 
herbicides without harming the 
young trees. It also promotes 
early seedling growth 

Ash and popular seedlings 
protected by tree shelters at the 
MCES/Maryland Agricultural 
Experiment Station's Wye Re- 
search and Education Center 
grew three feet in one growing 
season, compared with unpro- 
tected seedlings, which grew 
six inches to one foot. This dif- 
ference appears to be the result 
of the artificial environment 
created inside the shelter. 

Apparently,’ says Tjaden, 

the shelters serve as 
miniature greenhouses around 
the seedlings, stimulating 
growth significantly.” 

There are some problems 
associated with the shelters. 
Early removal may cause the 
seediings to fall over because 
they have grown so fast that 
they are not strong enough to 
support themselves 

The other drawback is cost 
Currently, the cost per shelter 
is $1.43 for orders over 1,000 and 

2.24 for quantities under 100

Law Benefit 


hor Landowners 


The Maryland State Legis 
lature recently passed a new 
law that will make the posting 
of private lands against tres 
passing easier and cheaper 
This is good news for many 
landowners 

“Instead of having to post, 
maintain and replace signs de 
stroyed or damaged by vandals, 
landowners will have the option 
of marking their property with 
stripes of bright blue oil-based 
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paint,”’ says Jonathan S. Kays, 
a regional natural resources 
specialist with the University of 
Maryland Cooperative Exten- 
sion Service. ‘The signs or 
paint marks will indicate to 
people that they are entering 
private property that is posted 
against trespassing.” 

Maintenance of the paint 
marks will involve nothing 
more than reapplying paint 
with a berueh or roller ac neces 
sary 

The law states that the paint 
marks must be 

eat least two inches wide and 
eight inches long, 

slocated at least three feet, but 
no more than six feet above the 
ground or water, 

*placed on trees or posts at 
each road entrance into the 
property and along public roads 
and waterways and adjoining 
land, and 

*eAlthough the law does not 
specify the distance between 
marks,’ says Kays, ‘a spokes 
person from the Maryland 
Department of Natural Re 
sources police recommends 
that they be close enough so 
that a person standing in front 
of one mark can see the ad- 
jacent marks off to each side."’ 

This means that the distance 
between marks will vary 
depending on terrain and vege- 
tation

The waiting list for disabled 
services will be reduced thanks 
to $4.25-million in supplemental! 
funds proposed by Governor 
William Donald Schaefer for 
the Department of Health and 
Mental Hygiene (DHMH) 

Governor Schaefer has 
proposed the additional spend- 
ing to the DHMH Develop 
mental! Disabilities Administra- 
tion (DDA) to help reduce and 
keep clients off the waiting list 
Of that total, $1.1-million is to be 
used to keep 150 clients off the 
waiting list by maintaining 
them in supported employment 
programs through the Transi- 
tional Youth Initiative. The 
remaining $3.1-million will be 
used to find emergency 
residential placements for 100 
clients now on the waiting list 

“I'm pleased that Governor 
Schaefer has been able to 
include funds in the supple 
mental budget for DDA,"’ said 
Adele Wilzack, R.N., M.S., sec- 
retary of DHMH. ‘However, as 
the governor has stated, much 
more could have been done had 
the legislature approved his 
measure to close the tax loop 
hole," said Wilzack. ‘That 
would have raised the money 
needed to begin helping the 
6,000 disabled in this state who 
are still waiting for services,” 
she added 

To illustrate emergency 
residential placement, in early 
1968, the DDA received an 
emergency referral from the 
Anne Arundel! Association for 
Retarded Citizens (AAARC) 
regarding two severely-to-pro- 
foundly retarded brothers 
These two men, ages 47 and 39,

had been cared for all their 
years by their mother and step- 
father.

They are still living at this 
residence and attending a local 
day program. The step-father

Census Forms 


In The Mail 


While the old saying is that 
only two things in life are cer- 
tain — death and taxes — all 
Marylanders can add a third 
item to that list in 1990 — a 
census form from the US. 
Bureau of the Census. 

Between now and the end of 
March, more than 1.7 million 
Maryland homes will be receiv- 
ing either a short form or a long 
form of the census question- 
naire. Nationally, more than 100 
million househoids will receive 
the forms. 

“It is impossible to over 
emphasize the importance of 
the census for each and every 
Marylander,’' said Ron 
Kreitner, director of the Mary- 
land Office of Planning. 

‘This data will be used to re- 
draw both congressional and 
local voting districts, allocate 
federal funds for numerous 
public services, and allow the 
state to more efficiently 
identify and solve social prob- 
lerns,"’ he added. 

When Marylanders receive 
their census form, whether it is 
the short or long version, they 
are asked to complete it on 
April 1, and then return it to the 
Bureau of the Census in the 
envelope which arrived with the 
form. Census officials estimate 
that it will take approximately 
15 minutes to complete the short 
form and 45 minutes to com- 
plete the long form.

Some Marylanders 
To Receive Long 
Census Form 


When forms from the U.S 
Bureau of the Census start 
arriving in Maryland house- 
holds later this month, approxi- 
mately 300,000 families will 
receive a small surprise when 
they discover their form is 
longer than their neighbor's 

In order to obtain more 
accurate data, the Bureau of 
the Census uses both a short- 
form and a long-form question- 
naire. The short form contains 
14 questions, seven each 
regarding population and 
housing, and takes about 14 
minutes to complete. The long 
form, on the other hand con- 
tains all of the questions on the 
short form and an additional 18

questions on population and 2% 
questions on housing. The long 
form takes about 45 minutes to 
complete 

Nationwide, about one in six 
of all households will receive 
the long form. 

While the short form collects 
a ‘‘snapshot"’ of the U.S. popula- 
tion, the long form provides 
census takers wtih a repre 
sentative sampling to paint a 
fuller portrait of American 
society as a whole 

While the vast majority of 
Americans willingly answer all 
of the census questions, some 
individuals are reluctant to 
answer the questions for what- 
ever reasons. What follows are 
some of the more common 
queries 

Q: Why ask about my job’ 

A: Job information is used to 
plan and administer economic 
development programs and to 
assist governments and private 
firms in deciding where to 
locate new facilities and plants 
For states, counties, and local 
areas, the statistics provide 
information on the skills of the 
labor force in that area. 

Q: Why ask how I get to 
work” 

A: Information about trans- 
portation to work is used to plan 
highway construction and pub- 
lic transportation services. 

Q: Why ask questions about 
income” 

A: This data is used to: 

*Determine income levels in 
states, counties and local areas. 
Federal and state governments 
use this data to distribute funds 
and locate programs and 
services where they are most 
needed 

*Plan programs for local 
areas that have many low- 
income families, and evaluate 
regional, state or urban 
development policies 

*Allow private businesses to 
develop marketing programs 
for areas with different income 
levels 

*Allow other organizations to 
study and compare earnings 
fromm various occupations 

Q: Why ask how many rooms 
I have in my dwelling” 

A: Census information on the 
number of rooms in a dwelling 
is used to evaluate the housing 
supply throughout the country. 
Builders and planners use this 
data to find out how much addi- 
tional housing is needed to 
relieve crowded housing 
conditions. 

Q: Why does the census ask 
about utilities’ 

A: Information on this 
question, together with 
questions about rent, mortgage 
payments and income, enable 
governments to plan housing 
programs for people of different 
economic levels 

Federal law guarantees that 
data collected by the Bureau of 
the Census is not shared with 
other government agencies or 
businesses in a way that 
identifies individuals 
or households 

Census outreach and pro 
motional activities for the State 
of Maryland are coordinated 
through the Maryland Office of 
Planning

The Department of Health 
and Mental Hygiene ‘DHMH 
has received a proposed §)-mil 
lion supplemental budget 
appropriation from Governor 
William Donald Schaefer to 
begin treatment of approxi 
mately 260 schizophrenic 
patients currently hospitalized 
in state mental hospitals with 
Clozapine, a new drug that 
offers significant benefits over 
drugs currently in use 


“We're pleased Governor 
Schaefer has been able to pro 
vide funding for this new treat- 
ment program which we feel 
offers new hope for the 
seriously mentally ill now living 
in state institutions,’’ said Adele 
Wilzack, R.N., M.S., secretary 
of DHMH. ‘Studies have shown 
Clozapine works for many 
patients who don't respond to 
other medications,’ said Wil- 
zack. “In fact, we feel treat. 
ment with this drug might help 
some of our patients enough to 
allow them to leave the hos 
pital,”’ she added 


The DHMH will make the 
drug available to the most 
severely disabled patients with 
the greatest potential to benefit 
from this new treatment 

In order to maintain patient 
safety, the DHMH's plan for the 
use of Clozapine includes 
mechanisms to assure that only 
appropriate patients receive 
the drug. The drug's use will be 
discontinued in those patients to 
whom it has been found ineffec- 
tive 

Clozapine rarely results in 
side effects that many of the 
drugs currently in use cause 
such as tremors, muscular 
rigidity, restlessness, involun- 
tary movements and an expres- 
sionless appearance, according 
to the Department. In fact, 
Clozapine appears to be able to 
suppress or reverse many of the 
permanent involuntary ab- 
normal movements that 
result from the prolonged use of

these other drugs 

Clozapine does have some 
drawback, the Department 
noted. The drug can cause a 
serious reduction in or the 
elimination of the white blood 
cells in one to two percent of 
patients. This side effect is 
rapidly reversible, if the drug is 
promptly discontinued 

No fatalities have occurred in 
the United States as a result of a 
lowered white blood cell count 
This is due mainiy to Sandoz 
Pharmaceuticals, the manu- 
facturer, setting up a 
system of regular weekly blood 
testing for patients receiving 
the drug. Participation in this 
system of regular weekly visits 
by a hore health care agency is 
made mandatory by the drug's 
U.S. Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration (FDA) approved label- 
ing. Clozapine is not available 
through local pharmacies

of Maryland at College Park, 
said that cut flowers are high 
value crops that can be grown 
in conjunction with other tradi- 
tionally produced, direct 
market crops. 

“During the last several! 
years, about 40 Maryland 
farmers have planted more 
than 2 acres of cut flowers,” 
said Healy. ‘‘They have earned 
more than $500,000 in sales from 
these plantings.” 

Since 1987, more than 150 an- 
nual and perennial cultivars 
have been field tested and 
evaluated by Healy under 
Maryland growing conditions 
These tests have resulted in 
production methods for several 
species, such as asters and 
zinnias, that are being raised by 
Maryland farmers 

Healy is now studying 
Alstroemeria (Peruvian liy), 
an imported cut flower that is 
one of the top 10 sellers in the 
United States. Growers can 
generate up to $20 per square 
foot of sales, he said. But loca! 
growers can't maintain year- 
round Alstroemeria flowering 
because Maryland summers 
are too warm. The high soil 
temperatures normally inhibit 
the development of roots for 
nutrient storage 

Like all photosynthetic 
plants, Alstroemeria produces 
carbohydrates, chiefly sugar, 
using carbon dioxide, water and 
energy from sunlight. Previous 
work has indicated that precise 
control of the division of these 
carbohydrates between floral 
shoots and storage roots may be 
a key elernent in understanding 
and controlling year-round 
flowering. 

“The apparent prerequisite 
for storage root development 
before flowering can occur sug- 
gests that Alstroemeria could 
be profitably grown in Mary- 
land," Healy said. ‘‘But only if 
storage root development can 
be manipulated to occur at high 
soil temperatures."’ 

Healy continues developing 
field cut flower production 
practices that require minimal 
amounts of labor and pesticide 
applications, concentrating on 
asters, snapdragons and 
Celosia, as well as larkspur and 
other members of the Delphin- 
ium genus. He also focuses on 
water, nutrient and pesticide 
management. 

Precise water application is 
critical to maximizing stem 
elongation of developing 
flowers,"’ Healy said. ‘This is 
important, since cut flowers are 
sold based on stern length."’ 

Working with researchers at 
the Maryland Agricultural 
Experiment Station's Salisbury 
and Upper Marlboro facilities, 
Healy conducts herbicide trials 
to determine the best weed and 
insect control methods. This 
portion of his project aims to 
minimize pesticide applications 
through the use of targeted 
spraying and beneficial insect 
predators. 

One final productionrelated 
effort involves evaluating peak 
harvesting times using a heat 
unit technique. This method 
measures the nurnber of degree 
days — a unit based on the 
standard average daily temper- 
ature — that pass before flower- 
ing occurs. 

“Once peak flowering dates 
are known,’ Healy said, 
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‘growers can develop a 
marketing strategy that allows 
them to offer cut flowers 
throughout the growing 
season.” 


Organic Growers 
Look For Growth 
in The 1990s 


Perhaps no segment of Mary- 
land agriculture more nearly 
typifies this year’s National 
Agriculture Week theme in- 
volving ‘‘Tradition and 
Change" than does the state's 
organic food industry 

Organic growers say their 
farming methods represent a 
move toward traditional 
cultural methods which do not 
rely on commercial chemicals 

And they forecast Unat they 
will be growing a larger seg- 
ment of tomorrow's food, as 
more consumers demand 
organically produced fresh and 
processed food products. They 
also are trying to interest more 
farmers in becoming suppliers 
to the expanding market for 
organic foods 

Some trends in Maryland 
appear to validate their claims: 

*A l3-store supermarket 
chain added an organic produce 
section to its stores in 1987 
Sales from this section now 
account for as much as three 
percent of store business. And a 
spokesperson thinks that such 
sales could triple with a consis- 
tent supply of organic produce 
in sufficient quantity 

*The Maryland Organic 
Food and Farming Association 
was organized in late 1969 to 
represent organic growers, 
sellers, buyers and distributors. 

*An increasing number of 
stalls in local farmers’ markets 
now feature organically grown 
produce. 

"Efforts are under way to 
establish Maryland standaras 
for organically produced foods 
in order to achieve uniformity 
in the marketplace. 

"Surveys show that organ 
ically grown fresh produce of 
good quality can command a 30 
percent retail price advantage 
over non-organic food items in 
some stores. 

*Retailers, brokers and pro- 
cessors of organically grown 
produce in the Baltimore-Wash- 
ington, D.C., area agree that 
the biggest single problem with 
handling organic food items is 
maintaining sufficient supply 
from local sources to meet 
market demand. 

Similar trends are under way 
in many other sections of the 
United States. 

A driving force behind con- 
sumer demand for organically 
grown produce is an ever-in- 
creasing public concern over 
food safety. Each series of 
“chemical scare’’ news stories 
adds to the number of people 
seeking to avoid food produced 
with agricultural chemicals 

Organic growers say they are 
responding to these consumers 
by giving them what they want. 

Another boost for the organic 
food movement is coming from 
the U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture, which recently began 
allocating resources to study 
organic farming methods. 

It's very likely that Maryland 
consumers will see more 
organically grown produce 
during the 1990s.

Pest Control 


License Suspended 


The Maryland Department of 
Agriculture has announced that 
pesticide applicator William 
Schiotzhauer and his company, 
Del-Mar-Va Exterminating 
Service, Inc., have agreed to 
pay a civil penalty of $10,000 for 
violating the state pesticide law 
and regulations. 

The violations included 
failure of the company to main- 
tain required liability in- 
surance, making faulty or negli- 
gent pesticide applications and 
product disposal, and inade- 
quate pesticide application 
record keeping. 


“I compliment the Maryland 
Department of Agriculture staff 
on its fair enforcement of the 
state's pesticide regulaiions,”’ 
said Governor William Donald 
Schaefer. 

Under the consent agreement 
vetween Schlotzhauer and the 
department, Schlotzhauer's 
pesticide applicator certificate 
has been suspended for one 
year, with all but 60 days of the 
suspension stayed. Also, the 
firm's pesticide business 
license is suspended for one 
year, but the entire suspension 
is stayed. However, both 
Schiotzhauer and Del-Mar-Va 
Exterminating Services, Inc., 
are placed on probation for one 
year and their suspensions 
would become effective if, 
during the period of probation, 
either Schlotzhauer or the pest 
control business is found guilty 
of violating certain provisions 
of the pesticide regulations. 


“We in the Department of 
Agriculture take seriously our 
responsibilities to enforce the 
provisions of the Pesticide 


Applicator’s Law and regu- 


lations in order to protect the 
health and safety of all Mary- 
landers,’ said Secretary of 
Agriculture Wayne A: Cawley 
Jr. 

The Maryland Department of 
Agriculture's Pesticide Regu- 
lation Section certifies com 
mercial or private pesticide 
applicators, licenses pest con- 
trol businesses, inspects pest 
control operations and investi- 
gates pesticide misuse and con- 
sumer concerns. During 1989, 
the MDA inspected 84 pesticide 
businesses and investigated 116 
consumer complaints relating 
to nh pe use or to pest con 

trol activities

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Trend Shows More Consumers 
Buying Direct From Producers 


Many Maryland agricultural 
products are moving along a 
more direct route to consumers 
these days, thanks to a boom in 
farmers’ markets and estab 
lishments of a regional market 
complex which features whole- 
sale auction sales. At the same 
time, they are finding new 
export channels 

Statistics from 1969 show 32 
retail farmers’ markets oper- 
ating in 17 Maryland counties 
and in Baltimore; 13 wineries 
selling directly to consumers; 
30 grape growers selling di- 
rectly to the public; about 30 
pick-your-own fruit and vege- 
table farm operations; more 
than 100 farmer-operated road- 
side markets; at least 61 
Christmas tree growers; and 
dozens of other operations 
involving direct farm sales of 
things like nursery products, 
tul (grass and meat 

Reversing a trend which saw 
wholesale auction markets pass 
from the Maryland scene in the 
1960s and 1970s, a successful 
wholesale produce auction 
market was established last 
year as part of the Southern 
Maryland Farmers’ Market 
complex at Cheltanham in 
Prince George's County, and a 
very successful wholesale and 
tail-gate market, Mountain 
Fresh Producers, ended its 
second season in Garrett 
County 

Maryland producers 
pioneered last year a unique 
type of marketing with a test of 
the new ‘‘Maryland With 
Pride’’ Farm Market aimed at 
interstate highway travelers on 
the Kennedy Expressway (1-95) 
in Cecil County. 

Export efforts have been 
stepped up by many companies 
finding new global markets for 
such items as Christmas trees, 
seafood, spices and fresh pro- 
duce. Maryland now has a very 
active marketing effort under- 
way for agricultural products in 
Canada. 

All of these activities offer 
benefits to Maryland farmers 
by helping the state diversify its 
agricultural base, reduce the 
‘‘middieman bite’ on the food 
dollar, increase sales of value- 
added items, give farmers and 
processors a wider choice of 
market outlets, and help retain 
a strong agribusiness support 
system. 

Another new wrinkle in 
farmers’ markets was added in 
1989 and will be continued this 
year. It involves a coupon pro- 
gram to acquaint welfare recip 
ients in the federal WIC 
(Women, Infants and Children) 
program with the quality and 
appeal of buying at farmers’ 
markets. 

Program participants in 
Baltimore and five Maryland 
counties (including Garrett) 
were issued coupons which 
could be used to make pur- 
chases of fresh produce at 
cooperating markets 

The trend to more direct 
marketing and increased 
exports by Maryland farmers 
and food processors fits in well 
with the theme of this year's 
National Agriculture Week 
theme — ‘‘Honoring America's

In order to insure that Mary 
land maintains a healthy swine 
population, it is unperative that 
all swine entering Maryland 
hae a proper permit, animal 
identification and health certifi- 
cate,’ according to Dr. Henry 
Virts, state veterinarian for the 
department's Office of Animal 
Health and Consumer Services 

Swine import permits may be 
obtained by calling the Mary- 
land Department of Agriculture

‘Most of what I really need to know about how to live, and 
what to do, and how to be, I learned in kindergarten. Wisdom was 
not at the top of the graduate school mountain, but there in the 
sandbox at nursery schoo! 

‘These are the things I learned: Share everything. Play fair 
Don't hit people. Put things back where you found them. Clean up 
your own mess. Don't take things that aren't yours. Say you re 
sorry when you hurt somebody. Wash your hands before you eat 
Flush. Warm cookies and cold milk are good for you. Live a 
balanced life. Learn some and think some and draw and paint and 
sing and dance and play and work everyday some 

‘Take a nap every afternoon. When you go out into the world, 
watch for traffic. hold hands and stick together. Be aware of 
wonder. Remember the little seed in the plastic cup. The roots go 
down and the plant goes up and nobody really knows how or why, 
but we are all like that 

“Goldfish and hampsters and white mice and even the little 
seed in the plastic cup — they all die. So do we 

“And then remember the book about Dick and Jane and the 
first word you learned, the biggest word of all: LOOK. Everything 
you need to know is in there somewhere. The Golden Rule and 
love and basic sanitation. Ecology and politics and sane living. 

Think of what a better world it would be if we all — the whole 
world — had cookies and milk about 3 o'clock every afternoon and 
then lay down with our blankets for a nap.

Data Entry Company (TDEC)

TDEC employees use up to 92 
computer terminals during one 
and one-half shifts each day to 
enter specific information from 
state income tax returns onto 
computer tapes which are 
promptly returned to the State 
Comptroller's Office for 
processing. The tax forms 
include the short Form 503, long 
Form 502, and nonresident 
Forms 505 and 515 

The large number of Mary- 
land income tax returns that 
are received during the 
January to April filing season 
sometimes makes it necessary 
for the state to contract with 
private firms to help enter the 
data provided by taxpayers 
onto computer tapes for 
processing. The data entry 
function is the most time con- 
suming of the processing steps

It is also important to 
know that every census taker 
will have official identification, 
and persons should not give 
information to anyone else, she 
added. 

There are two census 
assistance stations located in 
Garrett County, one at the 
Flowery Vale Center in Acci- 
dent and the other at the 
Oakland Senior Center, present- 
ly being housed in the Assembly 
Hall along G Street in Min. 
Lake Park. All persons (not just 
senior citizens) needing 
assistance with their census 
forms are invited to stop by 
these stations, or they may 
telephone toll-free 800-999-1990 
for information and assistance.

One Mother's Diligent Struggle 
Reflects A Social Dilemma 


by Sherry Frantz 
She first introduced herseil to 
staff members of The 
Republican last week, her 
14month-old son in tow, her 
demeanor a controlled calm, 
broken only occasionally by 
emotion that seemed to stay 
just beneath the surface 
But she was on a mission and 
couldn't afford the luxury of 
allowing the emotion to keep 
her from accomplishing what 
she had set out to do 
The 32-year old woman, Linda 
Moon, could also not afford to 
pay the gas bill she held in her 
hand. As her story unfolded, it 
was learned that Linda is the 
divorced mother of four 
children, living in Oakland on a 
monthly stipend of $536. She 
receives no child support 
Linda was most likely 
unaware, when she moved into 
her current residence and had 
the gas connected last fall, that 


she was going to incur over 
$1.700 just heating and 
cooking with natural gas. When 
the gas bill came due every 
month, at the tune of approxi- 
mately $200, there just wasn't 
any money left to make a satis 
factory attempt at payment 

But this woman, who 
graduated from high school by 
attending night classes at 
Southern High School and who 
trusted that somehow she 
would, with her husband and 
children, enjoy a piece of the 
American pie, persevered 

She persevered even after her 
marriage failed and she found 
herself the sole care-giver and 
supporter of four children. They 
are, by the way, her 10-year-old 
twins, Elizabeth Marie and Lisa 
Ann, her eight-year-old, Jessica 
Lynn, and her 14month-old, 
Thomas Christopher (‘‘T.C."") 

She persevered because, in

The daughter of a policeman, 
she grew up in Texas, in a strict 
household, where she abided by 
a curfew and the other norma! 
teen restrictions. 

Following the break-up of her 
marriage, she was unable to 
work because of her young son 
and applied to Community 
Action for energy assistance 
That helped — some — with the 
gas bill, but it amounted to just 
under 25 percent of the total bill 
to date. It simply was not 
enough 

When the gas company gave 
notice that her supply would be 
cut off if she did not come up 
with $300 by April 1, she was 
again set in motion to somehow 
keep her house heated. 

She called several agencies 
but was not successful in obtain- 
ing enough to satisfy the gas 
company. After these attempts, 
she found herself, for some rea- 
son, at the reception desk of The 
Republican newspaper office. 

Initial reaction from the 
people around her were 
undoubtedly representative of 
the rest of American society. 
“Why is this woman here?” 
“Why can't she help herself?"’

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‘Why is this our problem’ 
We have our own problems and 
bills to pay and mouth: to 
feed.” 

As she talked, however, it 
became less difficult to cast her 
as “‘one of those."’ Her clean, 
neat appearance was shared by 
her son, a well-behaved, bright- 
eyed, loved child, who did not 
cling desperately to his mother 
and, likewise, was not oblivious 
to her or those around him 

As his mother absent- 
mindediy stroked his hair, she 
continued with her story. 

“I was dumb when I got my 
divorce,” she said. It seemed 
that everything her husband 
and she owned, had been, at his 
urging, put into her name only. 
So when the split came, she 
alone was responsible for pay- 
ing off the bills they had 
incurred together. ‘I just 
couldn't keep up,"’ she said. 

Can middie- and upper-class 
Americans set themselves 
completely apart from a 
woman who trusted that her 
way of life — the raising of chil- 
dren with a husband — was a 
good way of life? The trust of 
those who love. The trust of 
those who assume an interde- 
pendent relationship with a 
spouse. The disillusionment of 
those who discover too late the 
ultimate responsibility in 
caring for oneself and four 
children 

In his book. The New 
American Poverty, Michael 
Harrington states, ‘‘In the 
sixties there was economic 
growth, political and social 
movement, hope. What was 
shocking was that poverty 
existed at all, and the very fact 
that it did was an incitement to 
abolish it. Even then...subur- 
banization was removing the 
middle class from daily contact 
with the poor. In our geography, 
as in our social structure, we 
were becoming two nations.” 

So, if there is one lucky break 
for Linda Moon, it is that she 
ended up in Garrett County 
where urbanization is certainly 
not to be blamed for a lack of 
caring or concern, where the 
numbers of people are small 
enough that it is not easy to look 
the other way or to be easily 
anesthetized to those who have 
fallen through the cracks of 
social programs. 


Harrington goes on to say that 
where the sixties spoke of 


possiblilities, the eighties were 
forced to become aware of 
limits, which, some assumed, 
wrongly, were ugly necessities 
to be imposed on those at the 
bottom of the society. In the 
process, America has lost its 
own generous vision of what it 
might be.” 

Harrington also points out 
that, while the word ‘‘poor’’ has 
good connotations, ‘‘welfare”’ is 
a bad word associated with a 
lazy, cheating element of 
society. While social scientists 
will concede that there is 
certainly a percentage of 
welfare recipients who fit the 
stereotypical mold, one quite 
often finds a much higher 
percentage of those who don't 

Linda Moon fails to fit the 
stereotype of the welfare 
recipient. She did not bear four 
children to be financilly 
rewarded (as if that 
renumeration could possibly 
provide a comfortable life for 
either her or them). She does 
not live in waste among 
material trappings — her 
meagerly-furnished apartment 
is tidy and clean. She does not 
use drugs or alcohol. If she did, 
her chances of receiving help 
would be greatly improved. She 
does not let her children “run 
the streets."’ They have a 
schedule that includes the 
horework-before-play rule 

And she does not let her 
pitifully poor allowance slip 
through her fingers. (She knows 
exactly how much money she 
has, what is spent for each and 
every bill and how long — most 
of the tire — it will last. 

She is careful. She is prudent 
But she is a victim 

She does not appear to blame 
the system and she does not 
argue or find fault with the gas 
company for expecting 
payment. She has neither the 
time nor the energy for such 
musings...she’s struggling in a 
hopeless situation to keep her 
head above water and her 
children warm and 
comfortable 
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Incidentiy, Linda realizes 
that her gas payment is far too 
high for her current budget and, 
in order to correct that 
PT VUOFELLA, ieee @pppereu w tre eres 
for Humanity for housing that 
would make more efficient use 
of the heating source. She 
learned, however, this week 
that she does not meet the 
income guidelines required for 
that program 
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“HOMEWORK BEFORE PLAY” — That's the rule in Linda 
Moon's household, and her children accept the rule unflinchingly 
and seem to enjoy this late afternoon togetherness a5 their 
mother prepares dinner. Linda is a divorced welfare recipient 
living in Oakland on a monthly stipend that most single people 
could not even manage. Shown above, left to 0 right, are Elizabeth 


Linda also called this week to 
say that she had applied for a 
job that she thinks she may be 
able to handle because of the 
hours. Unfortunately, the pay 
she would receive is just 
slightly higher than her welfare 
payments, so the extra money 
will not be of help for her 
immediate problem in paying 
the gas bill 

Linda's deadline for payment 
is April 1, at which time the gas 
company will be forced to 
disconnect her service. After 
April 1, the company is not 
obligated to keep the gas on for 
heating purposes because, of 
course, it is assumed that the 
weather is sufficiently warm 
after that time. However, that 
is not usually the case in Gar- 
rett County, and Linda’s water 
is also heated with gas. It is, in- 
deed, a chilling prospect to con- 
ceive of a cold-water bath this 
time of year. 

At any rate, while Linda is 
trying desperately to catch up 
on her payments, anyone 
interested in providing some 
form of assistance is asked to 
contact The Republican 
newspaper at 334-3963.

We have a somewhat unique feature article this 
week in The Republican, one that we believe 
should be accompanied by some editorial comment. 
The story concerns an Oakland woman who is in a 
desperate financial situation that could result in the 
termination of gas service to her apartment within 
just a few days. Having explored all of the avenues 
and agencies known to her for assistance and 
coming away empty-handed, she stopped by our 
office to ask if, as a last resort, we might be able to 
help her write a letter to the editor explaining her 
problem. 

We made the decision to do a full story about this 
mother of four young children (see page 3-A) in an 
attempt to locate some kind of help for her, from 
where and from whom we really do not know. When 
we made this decision, we realized that we might be 
accused of sensationalism. We realized that we 
would be running the risk of being inundated with 
calls from many other persons in similar situations. 
Yet, after listening to her story, we felt an 
overwhelming compulsion to try to DO something to 
help. 

We know that Linda Moon is only one of many 
victims who for various reasons have fallen through 
the cracks of our society, despite the existence of so 
many agencies that are designed to provide relief. 
Our hope is that by telling her story we will spark a 
response from more fortunate people to come not 
only to her rescue, but also to the rescue of so many 
other desperate souls out there. 

If Mrs. Moon and her children were burned out 
of her home, she would be overwhelmed with 
clothing, furniture, and money by friends, 
neighbors, and many local folks who do not know 
her. If her gas is turned off next week, she and her 
children will be unable to stay in her apartment and 
will have nowhere to go. 

Garrett County takes great pride in, and has the 
track record to back up, the fact that it is a caring 
community that comes to the aid of those in need. 
We hope that there is a response to this woman and 


her family, from 


churches, 


clubs, service 


organizations, businesses, and individuals. Further, 
we hope that the assistance extends beyond this 
family to others who, through no fault of their own, 


are in such dire straits.

I am writing concerning last 
week's letter written by George 
Garrett Jr. Ina way, I sincerely 
believe that the laws of Mary- 
land are unfair and are not 
legally enforced. It was my 
daughter who was removed 
frorm the home because of some 
allegations against my hus- 
band. The day that the investi- 
gator from the Garrett County 
Sheriff's Department came to 
my house and told me of the 
allegations was the first I had 
heard about this and he told me 
that my husband and I had to be 
in Circuit Court all in the same 
day. When I had heard what 
was said in court, | was very 
confused and upset and didn't 
know what to do. I thought that 
everyone was just trying to hurt 
me by taking my daughter 
away from me. 

The Garrett County Sheriff's 
Department arrested my hus- 
band on February 13, for the 
following charges: third degree 
sex offense, assault and bat- 
tery, and child abuse. He was 
placed on $2500 bond and was 
out of jail in 10 days on 10% of 
the bond. On March 1 he went 
for a preliminary hearing in 
District Court and his bond re- 
mained the same. 


I guess that the state's at- 
torney and the investigator 
didn't have enough solid evi- 
dence to find him guilty of the 
charges, so now they want him 
to plead guilty on a lesser 
charge. The lesser charge is 
fourth degree sex offense. The 
state's attorney told me that if 
he pleads guilty to the lesser 
charge, he will only have to 
serve an approximate time of 
six months in the Garrett 
County jail. I've been going 
through a lot of pain without my 
daughter being with me. The 
Protective Service Agency 
placed my daughter with my 
mother. I know that my daugl>- 
ter is receiving very good care 
and she loves her grandmother 
very much. 

I love my daughter with all 
my heart and I would never 
hurt her in any way at all. If for

But FSU Funding Threats Remain 


Following the end of an eight- 
day filibuster on the controver- 
sial and emotional abortion 
issue by the Maryland Senate, a 
House committee promptly kill- 
ed two opposing bills, preven- 
ting ther from being placed in 
the hands of the voters in the 
form of a November referen- 
dum. 

According to District 1-A 
Delegate George C. Edwards, 
the House of Delegates were 
faced with doing one of two 
things, killing both the bills or 
passing both of them. As it was, 
he said, the two bills sent to the 
House by the Senate, one ex- 
pressing anti-abortion views, 
the other, pro-choice, were both 
“very confusing and both con- 
tained questions of constitu- 
tionality.” 

The abortion issue apparently 
brought out other issues, in- 
cluding the threat of funding for 
the Performing Arts Center at 
Frostburg State University, 
which the Allegany and Garrett 
County delegations have work- 
ed hard to obtain. 

It was reported during the 
end of the filibuster that 
District One Senator John N. 
Bambacus was considered an 
important “‘swing vote"’ on the 
issue, meaning that if the pro- 


vote, they would have the two- 
thirds majority needed to pass 
their bill. Bambacus, however, 
reportedly remained firm on his 
pro-life stance, not willing to 
break the deadlock, and 
reported threats to deny fun 
ding for the FSU project erm 
sued. 

But comments to this effect 
reportedly made by the Senate 
leadership were, according to 
Bambacus, most likely made 
“in the heat of the battle,” 
noting that politics can be 
“brutal.” 


Both Bambacus and Delegate 
Edwards reportedly believe 
that the threats to the FSU fun- 
ding were just that, threats, and 
that the Performing Arts 
Center will be properly funded. 
Edwards stated, ‘FSU is a big 
part of the positive future move- 
ment going on in Western 
Maryland.” 


The unusual ending to the 
eight-day abortion filibuster 
would have required the House 
of Delegates to pass two 
measures, one permitting abor- 
tion to remain widely available 
in Maryland and the other to 
restrict abortions in most cases. 
If the House had voted passage 
of both bills, the issue would 
then have gone to the voters.

WILLIAM HOWARD 
JOHNSON 

William Howard Johnson, 79, 
Severna Park, died at his home 
today, March 22, 1990, after a 
long illness. 

Mr. Johnson was born in 
Hazleton, Luzerne County, Pa., 
on September 17, 1910, the son of 
Howard Bevan and Anna Cath- 
erine (Wolfe) Johnson. In 1929, 
after completing high school 
with honors, he entered 
Pennsylvania State College 
where he majored in forestry 
and graduated in June 1933, 
with outstanding accomplish- 
ments in both athietics and 
scholarship. 

In 1933 he was appointed a 
junior forester with the U5. 
Forest Service and was as 
signed duty in several Civilian 
Conservation Corps camps in 
Pennsylvania. In 1936 he ac- 
cepted a position as CCC Camp 
Forester in Maryland at Swal- 
low Falls in Garrett County. 

On December 1, 1941, Mr. 
Johnson was promoted within 
the Maryland Department of 
Forest and Parks to District 
Forester at Cumberland for 
District One which included the 
four western counties. In 1947 
he was transferred in the same 
capacity to Bel Air for the five- 
county Northeastern District. 
He returned to Cumberland as 
District Forester in 1960 and re- 
mained there until 1960 when he 
was transferred to Annapolis as 
Chief of Forest Fire Control. In 
1963 Mr. Johnson was promoted 
to Superintendent of State 
Parks, and in 1973 he became 
the Administrative Officer for 
the Maryland Park Service 
under the reorganized Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources. 

Mr. Johnson dedicated his life 
to conservation of natural re- 
sources, especially in the areas 
of timber, watersheds, wildlife, 
parks, and outdoor recreation. 
He was involved in both the post 
depression recovery and 
reforestation efforts, as well as 
the post Korean War economic 
boom when Maryland began its 
accelerated expansion of state 
park development. The state's 
first modern camping area, 
located at Swallow Falls State 
Park, is narmed in his honor. In 
addition to Herrington Manor, 
Swallow Falls and New 
Germany, he was involved in 
the very early planning and 
development at Rocky Gap 
State Park, and assisted with 
major improvernents at Deep 
Creek Lake, Greenbrier and 
Cunningham Falls State Park 

Mr. Johnson was also active 
in the Maryland Civil Defense 
Organization, especially in fire 
services, and while in Cumber- 
land, he was involved with 
Troop 13 of the Boy Scouts of 
America. He was a long-time 
member of the Society of 
American F oresters, the Azalea 
Lodge No. 687, Ancient Free 
and Accepted Masons at Hazie- 
ton, Pa., and a past president of 
the Kiwanis Club of Cum- 
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two sons, William Offutt 
Johnson, Annapolis; and Hur 
bird Lynn Johnson, Severna 
Park: one brother, Howard B 
Johnson, Jr., Weatherly, Pa 

two sisters, Mrs. Marie Gul- 
liver, Allentown, Pa.; and Mrs 
Ann Louise Oswald, Hilton, 
N.Y.: and four grandchildren.

BANANA PUDDING 

%5 cup sugar 
3 tablespoons cornstarch 
% cup water 
2 eggs, separated 
i‘. cups milk 
1 teaspoon vanilla extract 
18 to 24 vanilla wafers 
2 medium bananas, sliced 
1/8 teaspoon cream of tartar 
2 tablespoons sugar 

Combine *%s cup sugar and cornstarch in a heavy 
saucepan, mix well. Stir in water, mix well. Beat egg 
yolks, add milk, mixing well. Gradually add milk 
mixture to cornstarch mixture. Cook over medium 
heat, stirring constantly, until mixture boils. Boil 1 
minute, stirring constantly, until thickened. Remove 
from heat; stir in vanilla. Cool slightly. Arrange half 
of vanilla wafers in the bottom of a 1% quart baking 
dish, spread with half of pudding. Top with banana 
slices. Arrange remaining wafers around the outside 
edge of dish. Spread with remaining pudding. 
Combine egg whites (at room temperature) and 
cream of tartar, beat at high speed of an electric 
mixer until foamy. Gradually add 2 tablespoons 
sugar, beating until stiff peaks form. Spread 
meringue over pudding, sealing to edge of dish. Bake 
at 400° for 8 to 10 minutes or until brown. Serve warm 
or at room temperature. Yield: 6 servings. 


BANANA PIE 
WITH HOT BUTTERED RUM SAUCE 

Pastry for double-crust 9-inch pie 
7 to 8 bananas, cut into 1/8-inch slices 
2 tablespoons lemon juice 
42 cup sugar 
2 tablespoons all purpose flour 
42 teaspoon ground cinnamon 
2 tablespoons butter or margarine 
Dash of ground nutmeg 
Vanilla ice cream 
Hot Buttered Rum Sauce 

Roll half of pastry to 1/8-inch thickness on a 
lightly floured surface. Place in a 9-inch pieplate, 
trim off excess pastry along edges. Combine bananas 
and lemon juice, tossing gently to coat bananas. 
Combine sugar, flour and cinnamon, mixing well, add 
to bananas, stirring gently. Spoon bananas into 
pastry shell. Dot with butter, and sprinkle with 
nutmeg. Roll remaining pastry to 1/8-inch thickness, 
transfer to top of pie. Trim of excess pastry along 
edges. Fold edges under, and flute. Cut slits in top of 
crust for steam to escape. Bake at 450° for 30 minutes 
or until pie is golden brown. Serve with a scoop of 
vanilla ice cream and Hot Buttered Rum Sauce. 
Yield: one 9-inch pie. 

HOT BUTTERED RUM SAUCE 

1 cup sugar 
2 tablespoons all purpose flour 
1 cup water 
% cup butter or margarine 
2 oranges, unpeeled and sliced 
2 teaspoons rum extract 

Combine sugar and flour in a saucepan, add 
water and butter. Bring to a boil over medium heat. 
Reduce heat, add orange slices, and simmer 10 
minutes, stirring occasionally. Remove orange slices, 
add rum extract, stirring well. Yield: 1% cups. 


BANANA-BERRY FLIP 

1 cup strawberry flavored carbonated beverage 
1 cup vanilla ice cream 
1 medium size ripe banana, quartered 
1 teaspoon vanilla extract 

Combine all ingredients in container of an 
electric blender, process mixture until smooth. Serve 
immediately. Yield: about 3% cups. 


GELATIN BANANA SPLITS 
8 bananas 
1 3-ounce box orange gelatin 
1 3-ounce box lime gelatin 
% gallon vanilla ice cream 
Whinned tonning 
% cup nuts (chopped) 

Mix gelatins according to directions on package 
and chill in separate dishes. When gelatin is firm, dice 
in little pieces. Peel bananas, slice in half and put in 
bottom of banana split dishes. Put a scoop of vanilla 
ice cream in center of banana in dish. Spoon orange 
gelatin on one side of ice cream and spoon lime 
gelatin on the other side. Put a little whipped topping 
over the middle of all this and sprinkle with nuts. 
Makes 8 servings. 


BANANA SPLIT CAKE 
1 cup margarine 
2 cups graham crackers (crushed) 
2 cups confectioners sugar 
2 eggs 
1 20 ounce can crushed pineapple (drained) 
3 or 4 large bananas 
1 9% ounce container whipped topping 
% cup nuts (chopped) 
% cup maraschino cherries (cut up) 

Melt % cup margarine and mix with graham 
crackers. Spread in 13x9x2 inch pan. Chill. Cream 
cup softened margarine, sugar and eggs at high speed 
in mixer and spread over first layer. Spread 
pineapple over second layer. Slice bananas over 
pineapple. Spread ry oJ over the bananas and 
garnish with nuts and es. Chill 2 to 3 hours. 

BANANA CREAM CHEESECAKE 
1 box banana supreme cake mix — 
4 eggs 
3 tablespoons oil 
% cup plus % cup brown sugar 
2 medium bananas (peeled and sliced) 
2 8 ounce packages cream cheese (softened) 
1% cups milk 
2 tablespoons lemon juice 
1 (1%-ounces) envelope whipped topping mix 
(prepared) 

Preheat oven to 300°. Reserve 1 cup of dry cake 
mix. Combine remaining cake mix, 1 egg, oil and % 
cup brown sugar in a large mixer bowl. ( Mixture will 
be crumbly). Press crust mixture evenly into bottom 
and three quarters of the way up the sides of a 
greased 13x9x2 inch pan. (Can also be baked in two 9 
inch pans for 40 to 50 minutes). Arrange banana slices 
on crust. In same bowl, blend cream cheese with 
%-cup brown sugar. Add three eggs and reserved 
cake mix, beat 1 minute at medium speed. At low 
speed, slowly add milk and lemon juice, mix until 
smooth. Pour into crust. Bake at 300° for 45 to 55 
minutes, or until center is firm. When cool, spread 
topping over cheesecake, chill before serving. Store 
in refrigerator or freeze covered with foil.

Our model for this kind of 
“ditlerence,”" of course, ss Jesus 
humself. Have you ever noticed 
how often Jesus seems to be play 
ing by different rules than the rest 
of socety’? No matter what hus 
conmtemporanes did or said, he 
refused to be compelled to play 
the game ther way. We've already 
noted his different way of hand! 
ing the arrest party in the Garden 
of Gethsemane. These people had 
the power of the sword to enforce 
their authority, but, despite hus 
physical defenselessness, it is Jesus 
who seems strangely in charge of

This is also apparent in Jesus’ 
appearances before Pontius 
Pilate, the supreme secular 
authority in the land. At one 
poimt, Pilate says to Jesus: “You 
will not speak to me? Do you not 
know that | have power to release 
you, and power to crucify you?”’ 
(19:10). The very fact that Pilate 
felt wt necessary to say this in 
dicates that he did not feel in con

A DIFFERENT KINGSHIP 

Jesus continues im this vein 
when he tells Pilate, "My kingship 
is not of this world; if my kingshup 
were of this world, my servants 
would fight, that | mught not be 
handed over to the Jews’’ (18: 36) 
Once again, Jesus indicates that he 
is not playing by the same rules as 
Pilate and the world. His & a 
kingstup of people's hearts and 
minds, a kingdom not of physical 
power, but spiritual power. This is 
something that Christians and 
churches sometimes forget 

Apparently, however, Pilate 
doesn't really underviand this con 
cemt and he asks, “SO you are a 
king’’’ And Jesus answers, You 
say that | am a king.” This is your 
term, not mune. Then Jesus uses 
terminology thal more suited to 
hus own self-undersianding: “for 
this | was born, to bear witness to 
the truth. Everyone who ws of the 
truth, hears my vowe’’ (18: 37). If 
Pilate is “of the truth,” he will 
undersiand what Jesus \ saying 
But instead, Pilate asks that 
perennial question ““What iy 

Actually, Jesus had already in 
dicated the answer to the question 
indicating that he was dealing with 
ultimate issues, not temporal. So 
the truth to which he was sent to 
bear witness ss nothing less than 
the truth about ultuwnate reality 
God. Thus, Jesus was able to say 
“Il am the Way, the Truth, and 
the Life.”

The Maryland Historical 
Trust, an agency of the Depart- 
ment of Housing and Com- 
munity Development, is now 
accepting applications for 
matching grants-in-aid for 
survey and planning projects.

Proposed projects will be re- 
viewed by a selection com- 
mittee based on the Maryland 
Historical Trust's ten “Open 
Project Selection Criteria,”’ 
including the following factors: 
compatibility with goals and 
objectives of the Trust; 
comprehensiveness; signifi- 
cance; urgency; geographic 
distribution; protective value; 
ability to leverage or stimulate 
other preservation projects; 
public education benefit; 
demonstration value; and 
administrative capability of 
applicant. 

The committee will evaluate 
each proposal, examining its 
merits, methods, goals and 
products, with careful attention 
given to the project budget and 
demonstrated experience of the 
applicant in managing grants 
(particular emphasis will be 
given criteria numbers one 
through 4 and 10). Grants will 
be awarded based on project 
rating and ranking, using the 
“Open Project Selection Cri- 
teria,” up to the total available 
funding level.

The Maryland State Police 
Clickit and Ticket speed 
enforcement patrols have 
tearned up with troopers train- 
ed in drug interdiction. The 
intensified speed enforcement 
effort includes members of the 
State Police K-9 Unit and 
Special Traffic Enforcement 
Unit who will be on patrol in 
search of speeding motorists 
who are drunk or drugged. 

‘With the strict enforcement 
of motor vehicle laws, troopers 
have intensified their observa- 
tions during all traffic stops,"’ 
stated Sergeant Bernard E. 
Spangler Jr., of the Maryland 
State Police Special Traffic 
Enforcement Unit. 

Appearing on the Maryland 
State Police Radio Program, a 
weekly public service radio 
broadcast, Sergeant Spangler 
said the intensified speed 
enforcement effort, Clickit and 
Ticket, has resulted in a signifi- 
cant number of drug related 
arrests on the highway. 

‘During the first two weeks of 
Clickit and Ticket, troopers 
arrested & individuals and 
seized drugs, weapons, and 
cash during traffic stops 
initiated for various traffic law 
violations,’’ Sergeant Spangler 
stated.

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State Crime Rate Drops Slightly 
in 1989, Garrett’s Up 11 Percent 


Crime in Maryland decreased 
me percent, according to a pre- 
uminary review of the 1969 Uni- 
furmn Crime Report released by 
ihe Maryland State Police 

entral Records Division. The 

nnual crime report lists 261 468 

ffenses reported by law 
enforcement agencies state- 
wide compared with 24,762 
ffenses reported during 1988 

Garrett County's crime rate, 
however, increased 11 percent 
last year, according to the 
report. 

‘The violent crimes of 
murder, forcible rape, robbery 
and aggravated assault as a 
“roup increased seven percent 
in Maryland,” said John Vespa 
of the Uniform Crime Reporting 
Section. Appearing on the 
Maryland State Police Radio 
Program, a weekly public 
vervice radio broadcast, Vespa 
said the increase in violent 
rime was offset by a decrease 
mn property crime. ‘The 
wroperty offenses of breaking or 
entering, larceny and motor 
vehicle theft decreased three 
vercent," Vespa added. The 
nost significant change in the 
vreliminary crime totals was 
ecorded in the category of 
uurder 

‘There were 543 murders in 
Maryland in 1989, representing 
: 21 percent increase over the 
‘0 murders committed the 
year before,” Vespa stated 
Murder increased in all five 

regions statewide,’’ Vespa 
noted. According to crime data 
recorded by law enforcement 
mencies in Baltimore and 
Maryland's 23 counties, Balti- 
more City led the state in the 
number of murders. There were 
259 murders reported during 
1969. Crime data submitted for 
the first nine months of 1989 
shows M percent of the murders 
were reported as being drug 
related. In Prince George's 
County, there were 123 murders 
reported during 1989. Approxi- 
mately 46 percent of the 
murders committed in Prince 
(yeorge’s County during the 
first nine months of 1989 were 
reported as being drug related 

The 1989 Annual Uniform 

Crime Report’ includes 
statistics listing county crime 
index trends. The most signifi- 
cant changes were noted in two 
Eastern Shore counties. The 
‘rime index total for Talbot 
County registered a 22 percent 
increase, while law enforce. 
ment authorities in Somerset 
ounty recorded a 2 percent 
decrease in the index crime 
totals 


The crime index total for Gar- 
rett County in 1989 was 676, 
compared to 610 for 1988. The 
categories showing an increase 
were: forcible rape, from three 
to eight cases; aggravated 
assault, from 67 to 117 cases; 
breaking or entering, from 1 
to 192 cases: motor vehicle 
theft, from 29 to 53 cases: and 
arson, from five to seven cases 
Those showing a decrease 
were: robbery, from two to one 
case; and larceny/theft, from 
324 to 304 cases. The one crime 
index that remained the same 
was murder, for which there 
was one case each year

10,964,000 baby chicks in grow- 
out houses during the week end- 
ing March 10. 

The previous chick placement

birds, which took place the 
week of July 14, 1989 

In noting this new milestone 
for the Delmarva poultry in- 
dustry, Maryland Secretary of 
Agriculture Wayne A. Cawley 
Jr. said, ‘Poultry is our largest 
agricultural business in Mary- 
land and on Delmarva. High 
production rates not only bene- 
fit poultry producers and the 
poultry integrator companies 
but are a great market for grain 
producers in the regions as 
well 

“Tf all the 10.9 million birds 
placed in this one week live out 
through the normal grow out 
cycle, they will consume over 87 
million pounds of grain which 
amounts to a lot of corn and soy- 
beans which make up the bulk 
of poultry feed. 

“The consumer benefits as 
well because today's chicken is 
in tune with the times both as a 
value-packed food and as a per- 
fect diet partner for today's 
leaner diets. 

“Production rates on Del- 
marva have been running at 
very high levels this year. For 
the first 10 weeks of this year, 
an average of 10.4 million 
chicks have been placed each

years. The agreement further 
states that the land will not be 
subdivided for residential, com- 
mercial or industrial use while 
under the district status 

Once land is in an agricul- 
tural preservation district, a 
landowner may make appli- 
cation to sell a development 
rights easement to the Mary- 
land Agricultural Land Preser- 
vation Foundation

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Stripcropping 
Eliminates Soil 
Erosion, Runoff 


It's spring and Garrett 
County farmers are busy pre 
paring their land for another 
crop. Prior to plowing this year, 
some farmers have added one 
more step to protect their land 
from erosion 

According to Garrett District 
Conservationist Garry Morfoot, 
there are a lot of farmers inter- 
ested in improving the soil 
protection on their land this 
spring. Plans have already 
been made to layout strip 
cropping systems on several 
farms totalling several hundred 
acres that will have better run- 
off control in the future. ‘‘Strip- 
cropping continues to be one of 
the most cost effective prac- 
tices’’ says Morfoot, ‘and the 
cost to the landowner is a small 
amount of time and effort, 
rather than dollars.” 

And is stripcropping worth 
the effort”? “You bet,” says 
Chuck Hayes, Garrett Soil 
Conservation Planner. ‘It's 
amazing how strips alone, with- 
out any engineered practices 
such as diversions, can elim- 
inate gullies in crop fields and 
help solye runoff problems 
downslope of the cropland."’ 

There are some important 
points to keep in mind when 
considering a strip system. 
“Contour strips provide the best 
runoff control. If your farm can 
easily be contoured, go for it. 
However,’' Hayes said, ‘‘it 
might not be practical to con- 
tour every acre on your farm 
Some fields have irregular 
slopes to the degree that con 
touring isn’t reasonable, but 
even width strips would work 
On some farms, a combination 
of contoured and even width 
strips are both used, sometimes 
in the sare field. Strip width is 
umportant too 

“Give it some thought! If you 
feel the runoff from your crop- 
land could be reduced and you 
would like a second opinion, 
contact the Garrett Soil Conser- 
vation District office, 334-1900."

Farm Bureau And Conservation: 


“Complete Whats Already l nderwav 


Congress could greatly bene- 
fit conservation efforts ‘by 
simply completing the job we 
started in the 1985 Food 
Security Act before we jump 
into new programs and funding 
initiatives,’ the American 
Farm Bureau F ederation point- 
ed out to House Agricuilure 
Committee members recently. 

Testifying on what the 
nation’s largest general farm 
organization considers “one of 
the major provisions” in 1990 
farm legislation, Nebraska 
Farm Bureau President Bryce 
Neidig reminded the conser- 
vation, credit and rural 
development panel ‘Farm 
Bureau supported the conser- 
vation compliance provisions in 
the 1965 Food Security Act.” 

AF BF also adopted policy at 
its January annual meeting 
‘which indicates our support 
for farmers meeting their 
compliance plans by the 1995 
deadline,’ said Neidig. 
“However, we have serious 
reservations about whether this 
is possible if money and tech- 
nical assistance are shifted out 
of the Soil Conservation Service 
(SCS) in order to implement 
other new programs suggested 
for the 1990 farm bill.”’

And 
“while they have 36,000 staff 
years available, SCS estimates 
a need for 54,416 staff years to 
complete the work"’ of conser- 
vation compliance plans, to 
carry out the water quality 
initiative and lo mma a 
minimum presence in each field 
office, Neidig, an AF BF board 
member, said. 

Such technical assistance as 
help in building terraces, laying 
out strip cropping and convert- 
ing machinery to minimum or 
no-tillage and other conser- 
vation practices, are all impor- 
tant components of SCS. But ‘‘if 
any of that technical assistance 
is shifted to other worthwhile 
projects,’' Neidig warned, 
“there is no way farmers can 
complete the application of 
their compliance plans by 
1995." 

The amount of work that 
remains before the deadline 
five years away looms large 

“According to SCS, if every 
farmer in this country meets his 
or her compliance plans, we 
will be building 216,000 mile of 
terraces, 1.3 million acres of 
grassed waterways, 45,751 
structures, 45.5 million acres 
will go into some type of conser- 
vation tillage and 2.8 million 
acres will be contoured,” 
Neidig said in his quick list of 
examples. 

Farm Bureau does favor 
several sections of the farm 
bill's conservation title, accord- 
ing to the Nebraska leader 
They include extending the 
CRP program signups to 
achieve the designated 
minimum size of at least #0 
million acres specified under 
current farm law. 

At least one other signup 
should also be scheduled for 
highly erodible land ‘‘in order to 
help farmers who cannot meet 
their compliance plans and still 
be economically viable,”’ said 
Neidig. ‘We are also seeking 
discretion to alter CRP contract 
periods and payment terms for 
acreage other than highly 
erodible land." 

Farm Bureau is backing a 
wetlands plan where USDA pro- 
vides between 50-75 percent of 
restoration costs, and making 
windbreaks and shelterbelts 
eligible for i5-year CRP 
contracts, Neidig said 

USDA should also begin a 
comprehensive study, present- 
ing it to Congress in the next 
two years, on what should be 
done with CRP land after the 
10-year contract expires, Neidig 
added

{FRE Asks House Committee To 


Reinstate Capual (,ains Treatment 


The American Farm Sureau 
Federation has urged the House 
Ways and Means Committee to 
reinstate capital gains treat- 
ment, to make permanent the 
health insurance tax deduction 
and to reject tax increases 

“Capital gains treatment is 
beneficial to and 
ranchers" and is ‘absolutely 
essential to encourage produc- 
tive investment in the economy, 
including agriculture,” AF BF 
President Dean Kleckner told 
the committee. He urged 
committee members ‘‘to con- 
sider a treatment that would 
make capital gains comparable 
to the pre-1966 tax law with a 60 
percent exclusion. We also ask 
the committee to enact 
permanent capital gains treat- 
ment, rather than a temporary 
exclusion.” 

The leader of the nation’s 
largest genera! farm organiza- 
tion, who also served on 
National Economic Commis- 
sion, charged that many of the 
capital gains proposals intro 
duced last year ‘seemed to be 
geared to the equity markets 
and venture capitalists. This 
limited treatment is insufficient 
to address the needs of farmers 
who have invested a lifetime of 
work and capital in productive 
operations, only to be faced 
with inflationary as well as real 
gains when ‘they sell their 
property.” 

Kleckner stressed the par- 
ticular difficulties faced by 
farmers who sell property to 
finance retirement. ‘‘Similarly, 
farmers who develop timber 
stands are faced with long and 
costly developmental periods 
and then with large capital 
gains when they sell. Certainly 
they're glad to sell for a profit, 
but they endured years with no 
return on the investment.” 
Capital gains at death is 
another proposal that would 
affect farmers and others who 
have large amounts of capital 
assets. 

The lowa hog farmer also 
called on the committee to pro- 
vide equity among self- 
employed taxpayers by expand- 
ing and making permanent the 
health insurance tax deduction, 
which expires September 30. 

The continuation and expan- 
sion of the current 25 percent 
deduction “is important to 
farmers, ranchers and small 
business owners who conduct 
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their businesses as sole 
proprietors,’’ which includes 88 
percent of all farmers, 
Kleckner said. Yet their 
competitors, who are organized 
as corporations, are able to take 
advantage of full deductibility 
of health insurance costs. ‘‘The 
same ehould he 
available to all self-employed 
taxpayers,’’ he said. 

The farm leader emphasized 
that ‘spending restraint, rather 
than tax increases’’ should be 
used to reduce the federal 
budget deficit. ‘Farmers and 
ranchers are part of the vast 
middle-income group who will 
be hit from all sides by a variety 
of tax increases, whether 
higher fuel taxes or estate taxes 
or new taxes,"’ Kleckner said 
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He pointed out that history 
indicates promised spending 
cuts in exchange for tax 
increases never seem to 
materialize and that increased 
taxes encourage more, not less 
federal spending. In addition. 
“New taxes would stop our

make the budget harder to 


balance in future years as 
revenues grow more slowly,” 
he said. ‘We urge the entire 
Congress to recognize that the 
nation’s deficit problem is on 
the spending side, not the tax 
side.”’

WwVU | Researchers 


Strengthen Basic 
Animal Studies 


Four scientists who joined the 
Animal and Veterinary 
Sciences faculty at West Vir- 
ginia University during the past 
two years are opening new lines 
of research with both basic 
science and applied potential 
‘These new faculties are intro 
ducing students to modern re- 
search concepts and techniques 
for biological sciences through 
graduate research training and 
in the undergraduate ciass- 
room,’ says Paul Lewis, di- 
rector of anima! and veterinary 
sciences at WVU 

Steve Lerner wants to make it 
easier for swine growers to 
select the most promising 
young pigs for breeding. ‘‘The 
classical method of determ- 
ining whether or not a sow has 
the desirable traits for repro- 
ductive efficiency involves rais- 
ing the anima! to maturity and 
observing two or three litters of 
its offspring,’ Dr. Lerner says 
‘That's quite an investment in 
time, feed, and space for each 
animal. We're interested in 
using immunoassay techniques 
to determine if the anima) has 
the desired genotype for the 
traits the grower is interested 
in 

If the research is successful, 
a 30-cent blood test will determ- 
ine whether or not a piglet 
should be fattened for market 
or raised for breeding. ‘This re- 
search is applicable on the farm 
— in fact it’s being carried out 
on a commercial pig farm in 
West Virginia,’’ Lerner says. 

He is a graduate of the 
University of Maryland, and 
completed his M.S. and Ph.D 
studies in reproductive physiol- 
ogy at WVU. He continued his 
training in a post-<joctoral re- 
search program at the Univer- 
sity of Southern California 

Lerner is also pursuing a 
project to apply molecular bio- 
logy techniques he learned at 
USC to the ongoing reproduc- 
tive physiology research at 
WVU. “Right now, we measure 
what is going on inside cells by

looking at the cell products in 
the bloodstream. We can get 
one step closer to what is 
actually happening by going 
into the cells and measuring the 
messenger RNA — the sub 
stance that controls the function 
of the cells themselves."’ 

Hillar Kilandorf is investi- 
gating possible links between 
human diseases and the aging 
process in poultry. ‘One of the 
classic symptoms of diabetes is 
the presence of high levels of 
glucose in the body,"’ Dr. Kian- 
dorf says. ‘‘These bind to pro- 
teins — in the eyes, the nerves, 
and other places — which can 
lead to blindness and pre- 
mature aging.” 

Birds, especially the plump 
chickens and turkeys bred for 
meat production, have many 
similarities to diabetic humans, 
he says. “They have high 
glucose levels, and insulin resis- 
tance, much like human dia- 
betics, who often die 15 to D® 
years younger than non-dia- 
betics."’ 

Klandorf is investigating the 
effects of drugs which block the 
glucose-protein binding 
process. The results might have 
application in both poultry 
production and human medi- 
cine. 

Another link being studied is 
between diet and calcium reten- 

on. Klandorf is studying the 
shell gland, which produces 
eggshells. The thickness and 
strength of shells declines with 
the age of the bird, eventually to 
the point where the eggs are too 
fragile for transport to market. 
This may be linked to the 
pyenomenon of osteoporosis in 
older women. 

Researchers have noted that 
vegetarian women are unlikely 
to develop osteoporosis, specu- 
lating that higher levels of 
boron in their diets aid in 
calcium retention. Klandorf is 
studying the shell gland to see if 
boron plays a role in the calcifi- 
cation process. 

Klandorf was born in Canada, 
and is a graduate of UCLA. His 
graduate studies were con- 
ducted at the University of 
Arizona and the A.R.C. Poultry 
Research Center in Scotland, 
with postdoctoral work at 
Wolfson Institute, in England, 
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and Rutgers University. He was 
on the faculty of the UCLA 
Department of Medicine before 
coming to WVU 

Thomas Oscar wants to build 
a leaner chicken, cell by cell 
“If we want to reduce fat 
accretion in meat animals, we 
have to understand how fat ceils 
work and what regulates their 
growth,”’ Dr. Oscar says 

Consumers want leaner meat 
But simply changing the diet of 
an anima! doesn't alter its basic 
pattern of fat production. 

Oscar is isolating fat cells 
from chickens, keeping them 
alive in culture tubes, and 
exposing them to hormones 
which may be the key to the 
natural regulation of fat 
production in the birds’ bodies. 

Identifying the hormones 
which control fat is just the first 
step in a long process of study, 
Oscar says. “You can't just 
inject a chicken with hormones. 
That doesn’t work.’’ Cells 
exposed to an overabundance of 
a particular hormone shut down 
their response mechanisms to 
that substance, rendering it 
useless. 

“We need to understand the 
cellular-level mechanisms 
which regulate growth.” If 
these can be revealed, Oscar 
says, the genetic information 
which controls the cells’ reac- 
tions to hormones can be 
studied and, perhaps, the fat- 
making process can be altered 
through genetic manipulation. 

He's not anticipating any 
quick results. ‘This could be 
my entire research career,’’ he 
says of the fat-cell study 
‘There is a lot we don't under- 
stand yet about how cells 

Oscar is a graduate of the 
University of Delaware, with 
graduate degrees from Penn 
State and North Carolina State 
University. 

Richard Russell wants to 
know what happens to food 
inside an animal's cells. “Each 
type of cell is different, not only 
in foundation, but in the way

nutrients are transported into 
the cell,"’ he says. The patterns 
of nutrient uptake for various 
types of tiesue are determined 
by the animal's genetic pattern 

Dr. Russell believes that it 
may be possible to measure the 
activity of the transporter func- 
tion and relate it to genetic 
material. Possible applications 
may le in activating trans 
porter mechanisms which are 
present within cells, but not 
active. 

‘There are limits, 
dangers, to this,”’ he ack- 
nowledges. ‘If a cell expresses 
the wrong transporter, it may 

Another possible path for this 
research is in the development 
of a blood test to analyze an 
individual anima!'s nutrient re- 
quirements. ‘‘If we could look at 
profiles of metabolites and hor- 
mones in the bloodstream, and 
knew the kinetic functions of all 
the transporters, we could 
determine if the lack of a 
particular nutrient is limiting 
production,’’ Russell says. An 
animal's diet could then be 
supplemented to the point 
where it was reaching its full 
potential. 

Russell, a graduate of Dela- 
ware Valley College, completed 
graduate and post~<joctora! pro 
grams at North Carolina State 
University and lowa State. He 
was on the faculty of Auburn 
University before being hired 
by WVU. 

Each of the 
work is important to the neal 
of the College, and of the meat 
industry in West Virginia, says 
Dr. Lewis. “The Division is 
expanding its research 
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address the growth of this 
industry in the state and 
region,’ Lewis says. ‘The new 
faculty will contribute to this 
effort, and wil) also enhance our 
currently strong programs in 
nutrition and reproductive 
physiology.”

State, County 
Jobless Rates 
Up In January 


The unemployment rate in 
Maryland during January was 
the lowest on record for 
January since the 3.3 percent 
recorded in 1970, according to 
statistics released by the Mary- 
land Department of Economic 
and F mployment Development 
(DEED). The state's jobless 
rate in January rose to a@ sea- 
sonal 4.1 percent from 
December's 3.2 percent. Jan- 
uary's rate is below the Jan- 
uary 1989 rate of 4.2 percent. 

Garrett County's jobless rate 
increased significantly, from 
6.0 percent in December to 9.5 
percent in January, however, 
the figures are somewhat mis- 
leading since there were 
actually more persons 
employed in January than in 
December. The December 
workforce was 12,663 with 11,899 
of them employed, while the 
January workforce was 13,262 
with 11,996 employed. 

The upturn in Maryland's job- 
less rate followed the national 
pattern, which showed 
unemployment during the 
month rising from 5.1 percent in 
December to 5.9 percent. 

“While January's unemploy- 
ment increase follows normal 
seasonal trends, the increase 
also underscores the iunpor- 
tance of an economic develop 
ment program that builds on 
Maryland's strengths, 
including technology and inter- 
national trade. The rate 
increase illustrates the need to 
continue to protect against any 
future downturn in the economy 
by ensuring that our firms and 
our workers remain 
competitive,”’ said J. Randall 
Evans, secretary of DEED.

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WALL WONDERS 
What's new, from 
paint to paper

Imagine a bare room — no fur- 
niture, no accessories. Walls can 
frame a room, giving it definition 
before you put in a sofa or hang 
the first picture. 

Concentrating on walls is also 
ideal for the do-it-yourselfer or 
anyone who has a limited decorat- 
ing budget. 

The latest treatments range 
from wallpaper and borders to 
creative painting techniques. Spe- 
cial finishing kits and coordinated 
wallpaper themes make walls an 
easy project for the beginning do- 
it-yourselfer to tackle 

“The Complete Book of Deco- 
rating Techniques” by Linda Gray 
with Jocasta Innes (Little, Brown) 
offers a rundown of painting and 
paper ideas, along with the how- 
tos and what materials to buy 

While you're deciding whether 
to paper or paint those walls, con- 
sider adding architectural details, 
such as molding or friezes. They 
help break up large expanses and 
further define the boundaries of 
the room 


PAPER 

“Wallpaper dresses up plain 
walls,” say Gray and innes. “You 
can add pattern. texture, or both, 
in a variety of’ materials which 
range from hard-wearing viny! to 
delicate grasscloth and silk.” 

Current trends in wallpaper 
still reflect our interest in coun- 
try-style interiors. Laura Ashley 
has a beautiful selection of its 
trademark florals and Greeff has 
a series of “Country House” pat- 
terns. Most manufacturers offer 
wall coverings with coordinating 
borders and fabric. 

Colors are soft, parchment, indi- 
go, rose and muted coral create a 
pretty setting. Flowers and fruit 
are favorite patterns 

if you absolutely fall in love 
with a pattern but can't afford to 
paper an entire room, try an old 
decorator’s trick: paper one wall 

Another idea is to use wallpaper 
borders to dress up a wall. Use 
therm on a large expanse, in place 
of moldings. Or frame a doorway 
or windows with a subtle floral 
pattern. 

Wallpapering is easier than 
ever to do yourself, However, 
wallpaper can be costly and you 
should start with a small or rela- 
tively easy space for your first 
project. For trickier projects, such 
as wallpapering along a stairway 
or matching an intricate pattern, 
employ the services of a profes- 
sional 

Gray and Innes also suggest 
cutting wallpaper into panels 
Combine your panels with one of 
the new paint techniques and bor- 
ing rooms become beautiful 

“For some reason, subdividing 
blank walls into panels makes a 
room look satisfyingly composed,” 
they note. Moreover, “it can add 
color and pattern in manageable 
doses — useful at the early stage 


of homemaking wien most people 
are short of pictures and decora- 
tive bits and pieces to [ill up bare 
spaces.” 


TEXTURE 

Paper is not the only wall cov- 
ering. Other ways to lend walls 
texture and visual interest include 
wood paneling, cork, burlap and 


tile. 

Wood panels can be expensive 
and, unless you are very handy, 
should be tackled only by a pro 
Paneling can be installed to cover 
up inferior walls or original panel- 
ing can be restained (usually to a 
lighter shade) to make it more 
contemporary 

Cork is also an expensive op- 
tion. But, according to Gray and 
Innes, it offers some insulation in 
addition to its warm look. 

Tile is another wall (or floor 
covering). While its tremendous 
durability has always made it a 
popular candidate for bathrooms, 
it also works well in kitchens, par- 
ticularly for easy cleanup on walls 
around the stove and sink (a must

and paint the rest of the room in a 
coordinating color. This is also a 
good idea for a bolder pattern that 
might overwhelm a small room. 
Look for contrasting tiles and 
grout, as well as patterned and 
textured looks. Another option, for 
home owners who are going top- 
drawer all the way, is to have 
your tiles custom designed 


PAINTING 
“Paint is a favorite with do-it 
yourself decorators — and no 
wonder,” say Gray and Innes. “It's 
relatively cheap, quick and easy to 
You can, of course, simply slap 
on a coat of Navajo White or try 
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your hand at something more 
challenging 

Rodger Woods, a California 
housepainter who has created mu- 
rals for Clint Eastwood, says there 
is a trend toward faux finishes on 
walls, woodwork and furniture 
Having a professional create a 
trompe l'oeil, for example, can be 
as expensive as good wallpaper 

However, many of the tech- 
niques can be applied yourself. 
Most require little more than rags, 
a natura! sponge or a scrub brush 
to create a softly textured effect. 

Ragging is one of the more pop- 
ular methods and can look quite 
soft, when you use two shades of 
the same color, or crisp, when the

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SMALL-SPACE DESIGN 
How to make 
every inch count

do with. It's tiny but appealing and 
could be a haven from the hustle- 
bustle you tussle with daily 

Perhaps, like many families, 
your home has to house special 
gear for an at-home business, an 
elderly live-in parent, children 
from multiple marriages or re- 
turning adult children. 

No matter what the reason, 
small can be both beautiful and 
functional. A closet can become 
an office, a butier’s pantry can be 
transformed into a teen-ager's 
music and study room with the 
help of space-saving ideas and 
furnishings 

Rose Bennett Gilbert, a syndi- 
cated design writer, offers some 
ideas for maximizing small spac- 
es. Light colors, she reminds, al- 
ways make a room look larger, as 
do mirrors that stretch the space 

If a room has height, take ad- 
vantage of the high ceiling by lift- 
ing a bed off the floor with a lad- 
der and building a desk and lounge 
area under the sleeping loft. 

Keep furnishings simple, such 
as white wicker, or make every 
furnishing count as two. A 
louvered kitchen table hinged to a 
wall with wings that flip up can 
double as a work station and a din- 
ing area. A coffee table can be ad- 
justed up or down and serve as a 
dining table by adding cushions, if 
necessary 

Modular furnishings for multi- 
ple use can be found in depart- 
ment stores, home supply centers, 
Pier One, Conran’s, Scandia Interi- 
ors, The Door Store and others. Or 
hire a local craftsman to build the 
small-space saver of your dreams, 
such as a versatile room divider 
that separates a kitchen and living 
room and holds linens, dishes ind 
art on one side, books, televi».on, 
stereo and knickknacks on the 
other 

Gear your storage system to the 
age, possessions and abilities of 
the user and to the activities that 
will be conducted in that area. A 
7-year-old’s possessions are differ- 
ent from a 27-year-old’s, with co- 
ordination, height and self-control 
all important considerations. 

Gilbert describes one successful 
remodel, highlighting the details 
that make it work. A tiny bedroom 
becomes a teen's palace by mov- 
ing a bed off the ground and illu- 
minating it by a wall lamp. Add 
shallow bookshelves built into the 
back of the sleeping loft and stor- 
age shelves behind louvered doors 
to whisk away clutter 

Narrow navy-biue blinds on the 
window provide color and privacy 
while white-painted walis and 
light-colored furniture that is 
sleek and narrow make the room 
look larger. The finishing touch? 
Accents of red, white and blue on

In another remodel of a tiny 
kitchen in 1,001 Home Ideas, a 
wall was removed and a skylight 
and dining/cooking island added 
to erase that cramped feeling.

For example, by designing a 
bedroom closet'’s vertical space 
better, items once stored in bulky 
bedroom dressers or chests can be 
consolidated into coated wire 
mesh drawer systems right in the 
closet. The closet organizers are 
tiered for storing linens, blankets 
and boxed items and offer easy- 
open ventilated drawers for inti- 
mate wear, knits and other items. 

Miley suggests that remodelers 
use vertical spaces as storage 
spaces. For example, you can at- 
tach shoe organizers to the back of 
closet doors or tier racks of hooks 
on the back of children’s room 
doors.

ordes! Here are come tins 


ONE MONTH BEFORE 

* Fill out change-of-address 
cards for friends, relatives, credi- 
tors, publications (usually not for- 
warded by the post office), clubs 
and organizations 

+ If you're moving out of town, 
get copies of medical and dental 
records, including pets’ 

« Close out your safety deposit 
box and organize all personal 
records: birth and marriage certi- 
ficates, mortgage records, insur- 
ance papers. Gather children’s 
school records 

*« Reserve your time with your 
moving company or the truck 
rental if you're moving yourself 
(Note that midweek moving can 
be less expensive than weekend, 
as can moving in non-peak fall-to- 
spring months.) 

« Have a garage sale. Be ruth- 
less in culling items you'll no long- 
er need. Arrange beforehand to 
have a charity organization pick 
up leftover items the following 
day 

+ Contact utility companies be- 
fore your shut-off date, they'll 
need your forwarding address 

* Drain gasoline and oil from 
power equipment such as weed 
whips and clean them. 

* Organize a box with jeweiry 
and important papers that you 
want to keep at hand during the 
move 

« Prepare artwork by taping the 
glass to the frame, putting on

The faster real estate moves, 
thea 35828 ewe eee «cemese emo T"*. « 
figures are enough to frighten 
even those snug in their own 
bomes, let alone the rest who are 
salting away every cent for a 
down payment: The National As- 
sociation of Home Builders esti- 
mates that during the next four 
years, less than half of the approx- 
imately 59 million Americans who 
pass through the 25- to 44-year-old 
age category will be able to buy a 
house. 

Are you looking to buy or sell a 
piece of property right now” It's 
quite a time to be in the market. 
Following are some tips, tidbits 
and trivia to help your purchase 
or sale decision 


TIME TO BUY 

First, get your expectations in 
line. Talk to a banker, find out 
how much house you can afford. 
Settle for less of a house than 
you'd hoped, if you must — just 
get into the market now 

Look into financing options 
above and beyond standard loans. 
This includes help from your par- 
ents. Pride isn’t such an issue 
here, since Mom and Dad benefit, 


too, in terms of tax deductions and 
appreciation on an investment 
Investigate equity-sharing, 


which pairs a potential homeown- 
" vectne 


gets a tax deduction for deprecia- 
tion and mortgage interest on his 
or her share of the home, and the 
homeowner gets a place to live 
and a deduction on half the loan. 
Upon sale of the house, the equity 
is split. Look for a broker who spe- 
cializes in putting such teams to- 
gether 

Talk to a broker about possibly 
qualifying for a loan insured by 
the Federal Housing Administra- 
tion, which has a lower down pay- 
ment requirement and more al- 
fordable interest rates. 

Look for a house that comes 
with an assumable mortgage. ben- 
efits include a lower interest rate. 
(This is usually true, since the loan 
was purchased years before.) 
Other benefits are a small as- 
sumption fee of around $50 instead 
of a larger loan-origination fee, no 
credit qualification on most mort- 
gages, shorter closing time and 
the bonus of being able to offer an 
assumable loan when you sell. 

If you're having trouble qualify- 
ing for a loan because you haven't 
enough for a 20 percent down pay-

ment, look into private mortgage 
insurance. Insurance premiums 
are tacked onto the borrower's 
monthly mortgage payment. With 
PMI, borrowers can qualify for a 
mortgage with as little as 5 per- 
cent down, qualify for mortgages 
earlier, and/or upgrade their se- 
lection in terms of size or location 

Maybe you can get the seller to 
subsidize your mortgage for a cou- 
ple of years. The seller gets a 
monthly check, and you have an 
easier time qualifying for a loan. 
Some mortgage companies even 
promote the idea through their 
agents, ask a lender to explain the 
details to you. 


NOW TO THE HUNT 

Considering a brand-new home?” 
Realize that a developer has prob- 
ably been required to pay for im- 
provements such as roads, sewer, 
traffic lights, even schools, and 
that the costs — called impact 
fees — will be passed on to you. A 
NAHB survey of 1,300 California 
builders in 1987 came up with a 
tack-on fee of almost $19,000 per 
house. 

Thousands of Americans are re- 
alizing that “sweat equity” today 
can mean an older house, a longer 
commute to work or buying in a 
less-desirable neighborhood (but 
one with hopes for renewal).

Don't overlook manufactured 
houses (formerly known as mobile 
homes). Their mass-produced fea- 
tures make thern more affordable 
than site-built houses. Prefab and 
kit houses — manufactured else- 
where and “put together” on-site,

Check out foreclosed properties 
Banks don't like to hang onto re- 
possessed property, and the deals 
often are phenomenal. 

Finally, if you're shopping the 
classifieds yourself rather than 
letting an agent find you a home, 
look for certain key phrases: must 
sell, transferred, owner will carry, 
foreclosure, will trade, desperate, 
nothing down, flexible terms, 
death in the family.

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A guide to 
lighting your home

You can't touch or feel light, but 
it makes a major impact on your 
home environment. 

Lighting lends comfort, conven- 
lence, safety and drama. It also 
Vs See eee @ fer. 

Obviously, something so import- 
ant should be carefully planned — 
and the key to planning is to deter- 
mune the kind of lighting that most 
suits your lifestyle. 

Factors to consider include the 
size of the room; the look you 
want, and, most important, the ac- 
tivities that take place in that 
area 

According to the American 
Home Lighting Institute, “Differ- 
ent surroundings make different 
demands. A room with dark walls 
and floors will absorb light; one 
with light colors will reflect 
light.” 

Interior designers and contrac- 
tors who specialize in lighting 
think in terms of three basic 


sources: general, task and accent. 

General lighting provides over- 
all illumination and radiates a 
comfortable level of brightness, 
think of it as a replacement for 
sunlight Sources include chande- 
liers, ceiling or wall-mounted fix- 
tures, and recessed or track lights. 

Task UghUng Uluminates your 
work: reading, sewing, cooking, 
homework, hobbies, games, 
balancing your checkbook. It 
should be free of glare and cast no 
harsh shadows. 

Accent lighting adds drama to 
your interiors. Think of it as part 
of your decorating scheme, and 
use it to spotlight houseplants, 
paintings, sculpture or other 
prized possessions. It should be at 
least three times as bright as the 
general lighting around it. The 
best sources of accent lighting are 
track, recessed or wall-mounted 
fixtures. 


WHICH FIXTURE? 
When you visit a retail shop that 
specializes in lighting, expect to 


see an amazing variety of fixtures. 

Come armed with a clear idea 
of what you plan to use the light- 
ing for — and what type of fixture 
is most likely to meet your needs. 
Your options include: 


+ Decorative chandeliers. You'l! 
probably want one of these over 
your dining table to provide a 
combination of general as well as 
task lighting. Other places include 
bedrooms and foyers, and over a 
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grand piano or living room group- 
ing. Request a dimmer control to 
let you alter the intensity of the 
light, to create a mood or suit an 
activity

« Pendant lighting. Smaller than 
chandeliers, pendant light fixtures 
are hung from the ceiling, usually 
by a chain or cord. These are 
shaded to reduce glare, and can 
provide both task and general 
lighting You may want to use 
pendant lighting instead of a tabie 
lamp to save Valuabie space 

« Wall-mounted fixtures also 
can provide accent, task and gen- 
eral lighting. Use them to add dra- 
matic highlights or fill a living 
room, bedroom or hallway with a 
warm glow 

*« Bath or vanity strip lighting 
will give you effective task light- 
ing through the soft glow of bare 
bulbs, similar to a theater dress- 
ing room. This is usually a supple- 
ment to general lighting provided 
by a ceiling fixture. 

« Fluorescent fixtures are ener- 
gy-saving sources of genera! light- 
ing. Consider fluorescent for your 
kitchen, bath, family room, laun- 
dry or workshop. New warm-tone 
fluorescents have color fidelity 
comparable to incandescents — 
and now smaller fixtures offer the 
energy-saving benefits of new 
compact fluorescent bulbs. 

« Track lighting will give you 
flexibility, versatility and change 
when you want it. It can be dra- 
matic accent lighting, practical 
task lighting, and overall genera! 
lighting — all at once. If you de- 
cide to rearrange your furnishing 
or accessories, you can easily re- 
aim the track fixtures. The tracks 
can be horizontal or vertical on a 
wall, or run from wall to ceiling. 

+ Recessed fixtures are incon- 
spicuous sources of the three types 
of lighting. They combine reflec- 
tors, baffles, diffusers and aper- 
tures to direct light downward, 
shield the light source and avoid 
giare. 

+ Undercabinet/undershelf fix- 
tures are slim, compact, miniatur- 
ized sources of task or accent 
lighting. Use them in the kitchen 
or workshop under cabinets to 
light countertops, or in display 
cabinets to highlight your prized 


possessions. 

* Portable floor and table lamps 
are practical, attractive home 
furnishings. They give you the 
flexibility of being able to move 
the light wherever you want it. 
LIGHT STYLE 

No matter what kind of furnish- 
ings you choose for your home, 
you will be able to select lighting 
fixtures that will either blend in or 
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add a design staternent 

For a traditional interior, 
choose lamps with classic styling 
The high end of these are made by 
Stiffel, their brass bases are com- 
bined with simple, elegant shades 

lf your interior is Southwest, 
consider a floor or table lamp 
with a faux-stone base. Prefer a 
more romantic or Victorian look? 
Choose antique (or antique repro- 
duction) lamps with floral-print 
shades anc giass or ceramic bases 
For a contemporary scheme, 4 
high-tech halogen pendant or 
torchere will lend interest as well 
as drama 

Neon also is being used in 
homes to create a romantic al- 
mosphere. Neon-lighted clocks 
and sculptures can be purchased 
at specialty shops and department 
stores. 

Why not use the sun as your 
home lighting source? More and 
more home owners are discover- 
ing the advantages of sunrooms 
and skylights

ond story, these are available in 
virtually any size and are an ef- 
fective way of opening up a room 
to a view 

A new insulating glass for 
skylights called “Heat Mirror 66" 
is now available. The glass looks 
clear, yet it blocks solar heat.

An exclusive right to sell allows 
only a specific agent to sell your 
house for a set length of time 
Even if you find a buyer, the fee 
must be paid to the agent 

A multiple listing allows any 
agent who belongs to the multiple 
listings service in a community to 
sell your house. The fee is split 
between the listing and selling 
agent 

Ask your agent about the advan- 

tages of “carrying back paper’ on 
the house. In other words, youre 
the second mortgagee for the 
buyer, you get a monthly check, 
they have an easier time qualify- 
ing for a loan 

SPIFFING UP 

Most buyers want a piece of 
property in “turn-key” condition 
They want it livable from day one 
It's to your advantage to do some 
cleaning up of the place before it 
goes on the market. 

Getting a house ready to put on 
the market doesn’t have to require 
a major renovation or rehab, ac- 
cording to the Society of Real Es- 
tate Appraisers. Their checklist of 
improvements 

« Clear out any clutter around 
the house, in the closets, under the 
staircase or in the garage. Over- 
crowded storage spaces make it 
appear as if the house doesn't have 
enough. Remove unnecessary fur- 


niture or gewgaws to make rooms 
appear larger. Mirrors on the wall 
have the same effect 

« Clean walls, floors and ceil- 
ings, and repaint if necessary. Go 
with white or another neutral 
shade. While you might love pale 
blue, it could subliminally turn off 
a buyer 

*« Clean the carpet and draper- 
ies 

+ Repair damaged doors, win 
dows, fixtures, wiring problems 
and ieaky faucets 

* Replace loose or damaged 
tiles in the kitchen or bath. Re- 
caulk where stains cant be re- 
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moved 

* Check the basement for foun- 
dation cracks or water leakage 
Their inspector will find the prob

* Create “curb appeal’ by 
trimming overgrown shrubbery 
and trees, mowing and watering 
the lawn, repairing damaged 
gutters and replacing or removing

Don't do any major remodeling 
if youre planning to sell soon, 
most improvements don't give you 
the return you'd expect.

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CRAFTY KITCHENS 
Design trends for the 
heart of the home

Think about how you use the 
kitchen in your house. 

If the kids do their homework at 
the counter while Mom cooks din- 
ner, if you tack the monthly bills 
up on the refrigerator and if it's 
the place for family powwows, 
your kitchen is a lot more than a 
place to churn out dinner 

It's the center of your home. 
And if it's cramped, poorly lit and 
badly laid out, your kitchen is not 
serving your family’s needs. 

More than ever, kitchen design 
reflects the room's importance 

On the design front, the sleek 
Eurostyle kitchens we loved a few 
years ago have taken on a homuer, 
sophisticated country look 

Taking the best of features of 
Eurostyle (smart use of space and 
improved storage) and combining 
thern with cozier design elements, 
kitchens look less like high-tech 
laboratories and more like a place 
where a family might actually 
want to spend time. The look is 
clean, but with a more human 
touch 

Look for flowing design — the 
cooking area opens out to dining 
nooks and sitting areas so the cook 
isn't shut away from family mem- 
bers or guests 

Cheerful colors reign, and so 
does plenty of bleached wood. The 
old-style glass-front cabinets peo- 
ple were tearing out a few years 
ago are in favor again. Dark wood 
cabinets and counters are being 
bleached and restained for a light- 
er look. For a more modern twist, 
designers are bleaching wood and 


Staining it with a light wash of 
color, such as blue or purple. 

Green is the newest color to re- 
turn to the kitchen. Not the dull 
2voc2ndo green of the "70a hut rich 
shades of hunter, seafoam or bot- 
tle green to accent countertops, 
floors and tiles 

Much more than an after- 
thought, dining areas are aiso in- 
corporated in kitchen design 
Many new kitchens include a gen- 
erous dining table and comfort- 
able chairs, as well as counter 
seating 

Acknowledging that the kitchen 
is also a place for the family to 
congregate, designers are incorpo- 
rating sitting areas, complete with 
rugs, big sofas and overstuffed 
chairs even a cabinet for the 
kids’ toys 

But despite the profusion of 
horney details, the emphasis is 
still on convenience and organiza- 
tion. Pots need not be lost in the 
never-never world of the bottom 
cabinet, and you don't have to root 
through the pantry for a jar of 
oregano. Cabinets and drawers 
with adjustable dividers, roll-out 
shelves and lazy Susans keep 
cooking utensils and food accessi- 
ble 

You'll aiso find work spaces to 
accommodate more than one 
cook. Kitchen islands are still pop- 
ular, and the coming trend is var- 
ying counter heights. For average- 
size women, the average 36-inch- 
high counter is ideal, but kids 
work better at 30 to 32 inches, and 
taller family members are more 
comfortable with counters that 
are 42 inches high

month and change them twice a 
year. Detectors should be placed 
in each bedroom and in hallways, 
as well as the kitchen and base- 
ment. Another fire prevention 
measure: a small fire extinguisher 
mounted on the kitchen wall to 
snuff out cooking fires. 

Homes with very young or eld- 
erly residents have speciai salety 
needs. Curious children can find 
all kinds of trouble, while elderly 
residents need to reduce the 
chance of accidents 

The childproof house has 
tempered glass windows, fire-re- 
tardant drapes and locking devic- 
es on drawers and cabinets. Bath- 
rooms should have locking medi- 
cine cabinets and a lock on the 
toilet (children, like pets, have 
been known to fall in and drown) 
Counters and tables should have 
rounded edges and corners 


Elderly homeowners should in- 
stall banisters on both sides of any 
stairwells. Another key to com- 
fortable living: accessibility 
Kitchen cabinets shouldn't be too 
high for comfortable access, door 
handles and drawer pulls should 
be easy to grasp and faucet han- 
dies should be easy to grasp. 


ENVIRONMENTAL SCARES 
Your family can also fall prey 
to environmenta! hazards. 
Radon has been grabbing the 
most headlines of late and for a 
good reason: It is the second lead- 
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ing cause of lung cancer after 
smoking, according to Consumer 
Reports 

“Radon doesn't come from in- 
dustrial pollution; it's the gaseous 
by-product of the uranium that's 
ubiquitous in the earth's crust,” 
says Consumer Reports “Radon, 
being a gas, quickly dissipates in 
the open air. But if it seeps into a 
house, it can collect in dangerous 
concentrations.” 

Hardware stores and home-im- 
provement centers seli ragon de- 
tector kits. Short-term charcoal 
canister detectors collect readings 
for three to seven days, whereas 
alpha-track detectors track read- 
ings for up to a year. Consumer 
Reports judged both types to be 
affordable (about $25) and relli- 
able. 

Other hazards, particularly dan- 
gerous to young children, include 
lead poisoning from lead-based 
paints found on older houses and 
humidity trapped in houses, which 
can breed all kinds of bacteria 


SECURITY SYSTEMS 

You don’t have to live in a pal- 
ace to attract burglars, and many 
homeowners who have alarm sys- 
tems say that peace of mind is 
worth the expense 

“Statistics indicate that resi- 
dences equipped with alarms are 
15 times less likely to be burglar- 
ized than homes without them,” 
says Bruce Peterson, marketing 
manager for Heath Zenith Reflex 
Brand Group, a manufacturer of 
home securily systems. 

You have many options, ranging 
from professionally installed sys- 


terns that alert the police (and 
which cost thousands of dollars) to 
more affordable systems you in- 
stall yourself to scare off burglars. 

Do-it-yourself systems are 
available at most home-improve- 
ment stores. There are sound 
alarms that hang on doorknobs, as 
well as sliding door barriers that 


emit a loud warning 

Motion sensors can detect the 
heat and motion of approaching 
visitors (welcome and unwel- 
come) 

If you decide to invest in a full 
alarm system, do your homework 
Get estimates from several secur- 
ity systems companies. Ask for 
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local references and make sure 
they have local personne! who wil! 
make repairs

paying for more coverage than 
they need. 

Ideally, your home is insured 
for its replacement cost (the cost 
of rebuilding in the event of a ca- 
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tastrophe). 

If you need to cut your home 
insurance costs, do it by raising 
your deductible. If your deductible 
is $500 but you can comfortably 
absorb a $1,000 deductible, than 
you are paying for coverage you 
don't need. 

Apartment dwellers also need 


coverage. A landlord's insurance 
covers his property but not your 
ons. 

You should also make a written 
inventory of your home’s contents. 
Keeping receipts for household 
iterns can also speed up the claims 
process. You can supplement your 
written inventory by making a 


photographic or videotape record. 

“If you have a video camera, it's 
easy to go from room to room and 
tape your home or apartment con- 
tents,” says Barbara Taylor, vice 
president of consumer affairs for 
the Insurance Information Insti- 
tute.

Have a profes- 
sional pest control company as- 
sess the problem and deal with it 
effectively 


Some companies use a solution 
of combined chemicals that is ef- 
fective on a variety of common 
pests. Avoid this approach. Have 
them specify the type of infesta- 
tion, then apply a pesticide that 
targets the existing species. By 
doing so you can avoid unneces- 
sary exposure. If there is an infant 
or pregnant woman in the home, 
make sure to check with a doctor 
about the chemicals that will be 
used 


Some non-chemical alternatives 
have been developed, such as the 
use of low-frequency electricity or 
freezing with liquid nitrogen 
Though they may seem a safe al- 
ternative to their chemical coun- 
terparts, be sure to verify their 
effectiveness before choosing one 
of these offbeat methods
